Cornell Furnishes a Key to 


Conkling’s Success as 
a Lawyer. 


The Infamous Acts Which Conkling 
Has Endeavored to Force 
upon Cornell. 


The lowa Democracy Nominate, Resolve, 
and Adjourn for Another Year 
of Oblivion.

NEW YORK. 
CORNELL’S MOUTHPIECE OPENS ON ROSCOE 
CONKLING AND JAx GOULD. 
Special DisvatcA to The Cao Tribune. 

At AN. N. I., Aug. . —Oertain statements 
in the editorial cotumus of the Journal last 
evening and of tne Argus this morning, in which 
the names of Gov. Cornell, Jay Gould, and RKos- 
coe Conk ing figure, bave created a sensation 
in political circles here. The Journal's leading 
editorial yesterday was entitled “ Why Conkling 
and Jay Gould Oppose Cornell,” and bore evi- 
dent marks of being inspired by Gov. Cornell or 
his must intimate friends. In the first place it 
reviews tue relations whictt existed between 
Cornell and Conkling before and after the lat- 
ter's resignation from the Senate, and the rea- 
sons which led.to the political break bet ween the 
two leaders. The latter half of the article con- 
tains the following serious charges of attempted 
bribery of the Governor by day Gould and his 


agents: 

„We have stated what is Known to every one 
—that Mr. Conkiing is the retained attorney of 
Jay Gould, and bas been sigce his retirement 
from the Senate. A year last winter a bill 
wus passed by the Legislatu relieviag the Pa- 
cific — Company ot a city tax of 100.000. 
It wag a bill against law, ity, and decency, 
but the Governor was as to give it ois 
approval. Mi. Gould was largely interested 
in the swindle, and Mr. Conkfing, as bis counsel, 
was anxious that it should not encounter the 
Executive veto. He so intimated in bis Diand- 
est and most persuasive way. and others, by au- 
thority, assured the Governor that it would be 
greatly for bis political intergst it he should af- 
tix his signature to the bill. ut the Governor 
could not be persuaded, either by Mr. Gould, 
Mr. Conkling, or others that it would be right to 
do wrong, either to please @ friend or benefit 
himself, and the dil was mot signed. And 
this ie not all. Our readers will remember 
the elevated-railroad-exemption swindle, to 
which we bud occasion to frequently refer last 
winter. The purpose of that bill was to exempt 
the company from the payment of an assess- 
ment tax of more than 000. It was adroitly 
worked 3 the Legislature (regardless of 
expense), and was expected to Worked 
through the Executive Chamber by some equal- 
ly effective process. Governor was told 
that be could make that bill not only the in- 
strument by which to close the breach tweea 
himselt and Mr. ee. ta lever by which 
bis renomination would be. eusy and bis 
election secure. He wast that as soon as bis 
signature was attached to the bill a large biock 
of pew stock would be issued, wbich vould be 
placed in the bhauds of the parties named, and 
that the Governor bimseif would not be forgot- 
ten ip the distribution, and, further, that, as the 
stock would immediately advance $30 a share, 
an interest in the divide would enable the fortu- 
nate holders to turn a bandsome penny witbout 
risk or inconvenience. The answer of the Gov- 
ernor to these glittering proffers was given 
in dis veto of the bill, which, i he 
had — 2 old friendships might have been re- 
newed, old breaches would have been bealed. a 
renomination would have been secured, and a 
handsome sum would have been guaranteed to 
make his calling anc election sure.“ 

The Argus today takes up the matter and 
claims that the Journal only gives part of the 
story. It says that — and Cornell beid a 
conference Wen the Elevated Kaiiway Tax bill 
was introduced, and that the approval of tbe 
messure was secured; that while the bill was in 
the bands of the Governor he beld interviews in 
New York with Conkling personally and with Jay 
Gould through an intermediary. Jay Gould un- 
ders! ood then that the bill could be signed; that 
the prumise to sign was afterwards made condi- 
tional, and that tipally the Governor killed the 
bill in a four-line and abjectiy colorless veto.“ 
It charges, further, that tbe veto was the turdy 
and reluctaat declination of a colossal bribe. 
The gravity of the charges ou both sides demand 
full proofs of their truth. 

AN APPEAL TO THE FIATISTS. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicagu Tribune 

New York, Aug. 16.—Mr. George O. Jones, 
the Chairman of the New York State Committee 
of the National Greenback Labor party. today 
issued an uddress to the oflicers and members 
ofthe party in this State. Mr. Jones says that 
full State tickets bave beed nominated by the 
Greenbackers in over twenty States, and that 
there are more than 100 cundidates of the same 
party inthe field tor Congress. Mr. Jones pre- 
dicts that Greenback Governors will be elected 
in Maine and Texas. and assures the rank and 
file of the party in New York that in Pennsy!va- 
nia, Illinois. Missouri, Kansas, Colorado, Arkan- 
sas, South Carolina, and New Jersey, and at 
least u dozen other States the Greenback vote 
will be increased fourfold. He urges the Green- 
backers of this State to be vigilant.

ILLINOIS, 

THE REPUBLICANS OF THE TWELFTH CON- 
GRESSIONAL MAKE NO NOMINATION, AND 
GEN. SINGLETON WILL RUN. 

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

CARROLLTON, III.. Aug. 16.—The delegates to 
the Republican Congressional Convenuoa for 
this (the Twelfth) district began to arrive at the 
Town of Whitehall, in this county, as early as 7 
o'clock this morning. There was a large aum- 
ber of leading Republicans from all over the 
district present, as well as many Democrats, 
among whom was the Hon. Miiton Riggs, the 
Democratic nominee. By 9 o'clock most of the 
delegutes were on the ground, and the caucus- 
ing began in dead earnest. W. E. Robins, of 
Adams County, and Col. A. S. A. Mathews. 
of Pike County, were stroogly 10 
favor of adjourning the convention without 
making a nomination. The delerates from 
Brown, Cass, Greene, Scott, and a part of Jersey 
were disposed to regard this proposition with 
disfavor at first, but when it was ascertained 
that there was a clear majority of the conven- 
tion that was in favor of the scheme to make no 
nomination, Gen. Singleton’s candidacy being 
contingent upon such a conclusion, the balance 
of the district submitted to the inevitable grace- 
fully, so, when the convention met at 2 p. m., 
there remained nothing to be done except to 
ratify this scheme of adjournment, already 
agreed upon in conference. 

Gen. Tilson, of Quincy, called the convention 
to order. Capt. Massay, of Pike, was made 
Chairman, and Col. W. H. Edgar, of Jersey, Sec- 
retary, and Mr. Wiicox, of the Quincy Whig, was 
made Assistant Secretary. On motion of Col. 
Matbews to adjourn without a nomination the 
vote stood twenty-nine for and eighteea 
against. 

Tne Congressional Committee appointed is 
8. E. Emmons, vf Adams; D. E. Beatty, of Jer- 
sey; Arnan Pierson, of Greene: Mr. Lowery, of 
Brown; C. M. Seuny, of Cass: Capt. Massay, of 
Pike; and the Rev. Meneas, of Scott. The 
coumittee met after adjournment and elected 
S. C. Emmons, of Adams County, Chairman. 

Gen. Singleton may now be considered as fair- 
ly on the track as an Independent candidate 
against the Hon. Miiton Riggs, Democratic nom- 
ineee. The Geueral deciares that he will make 
such a Canvass as Was never before made in the 
State; that in bis own Carriage he wil visit every 
town and precinct in the district. The prospects

are now that there will be more politics to the 
surface inchin this district between now and 
election-day than there ever was before in any 
district in Illinois. Had the convention made a 
nomination, Mr. Charies Lynn, of Carrolton, 
would undoubtedly have been nommated, since 
most of Adams, allof Greene and Brown. part 
of Cass, and balf of the Jersey County delegates 
were outspokeo for bim.

ARGUMENT OF CARPENTER FOR THE RING. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Aug. 16.—Carpenter, of 
counsel for the defense in the star-route case, 
resumed his argument today. He went on to 
dwellupon the importance of the star- route 
service, characterizing it as the forerunner of 
the railway system of the country, contending 
that it was necessary for the public good, and 
deciaring that the allegations to the contrary 
contained in the indictment were falsehoods 
from beginning to end. Ker had said: “ Sian- 
derous tongues bad gone out with words spoken 
that are to throw doubt on your (the jury's) in- 
tegrity.”’ If that meant anytbing, it meant that 
in some way or other the defendants bad cor- 
rupted a portion of the jury. Ex-Senator Dor- 
sey had faced death in a thousand forms upon 
the battleueld, but he bad not the cour- 

e to approach a jury with any dishonor- 
able proposition. if the slanderous 
tongue bas gone forth, it must have goue from 
the prosecution if from anywhere; and now 
the jury was asked to wash its character in 
perjury in order to clean the stain which the 
prosecution had thrown upon it. Inconcluding, 
Carpenter said: When | remember, as a mat- 
ter of popular history, all these charges against 
my clients were bruited in the newspapers ot a 
great politicai party during a beated campaign 
two years before this indictment Was found; 
when 1 remember they were canvassed by the 
press on one side and explained or denied on the 
other; when I remember the attempt to connect 
the late President of the United States with the 
very transactions to which this indictment re- 
fers; when Ii remember the proud position my 
client. occupied as a party leader, I cannot 
but be reminded of the evanescent character 
of everything eurtby: I cannot but be reminded 
that in the near future we must all leave, and 
prior to leaving there will come a moment when 
memory will unlock all the clasps,and will 
turu @ver page by page every act of your lives. 
May you have the consolation iu that supreme 
hour to call to mind that, unawed by popular 
clamor, unshaken by prejudice, defying the 
power of the Government, you discharged your 
duty, and rendered in accordance with the tes- 
timouy in this case a verdict of Not guilty.’”’

I believe that he will make one of the 
ablest and strongest Attorney-Generals we have 
ever bad, and I believe, as much as I can believe 
anything, that he will occupy the fore front as 
a radical Republicayg in respect to the enforce- 
ment of the Eiectiond laws and the protection of 
the rights or citizens and Voters in the Southern 
States. 

It was reported that you were one of the 
most active opponents of the appoiutment ol 
Postmaster-Geuerul James.“ 

Not being present, I had ho power or voice 
in making the Cabinet. Whetberl was for or 
against Mr. James would not have affected the 
result. I beileve be will make one of the best 
Postmasters-Generai we ever had. His long 
experience in the department, and the unusua!

details, is an evidence of his eminent fitness for 
the piace.”

“There are one or two tbings about that letter 
that are a surprise tome. The history of the 
transaction was this: Certain parties bad been 
writing from New York to Gen. Garfield, object- 
ing to any friend of Mr. Conkling. having any 
influence with im. Oue or two of them ad- 
dressed him witb great familiarity, as if they 
were old friends. Gen. Garfieid transmitted 
these letters to Mr. Knox, who had been his 
classmate in college, and nis intimate friend, 
and asked him to tind out something about 
them. In the same connection he made some 
inguiry with reference to Judge Foiger, his at- 
tention having been attracted to him by the 
fact that he bad run ahead of the Presidential 
ticket at the preceding election. Mr. Knox came 
to see me. Iwvgave dim such information as I 
could about the writers of the letters, and then 
took occasion to impress upon him that, while 
I was personaliy not on friendly terms with 
Sevator Cookling, I considered it would be a 
great mistake for Gen. Garfield to start off with 
his Administration without treating Mr. Conk- 
ling with consideration; that, whatever might 
be said, Mr. Conkling was entitled to be treated 
as the leader of the Republican party of the 
State. Asa result of the interviews, it devel- 
oped that Mr. Conkling was urging Mr. Morton 
as Secretary of the Treasury, and also insisting 
upon it that, whether Morton was appointed or 
not, the State of New York was entitied to be 
considered in the selection of the Secretary of 
the Treasury, even if they were not entitied to 
have it.

bad been given during the campaign, and had 
been acted upon by Mr. Conkling and bis 
friends, though | bad no evidence that those as- 
surances were directly authorized by Gen. Gar- 
field. 

In the course of those conversations, as it 
appeared that there were well founded objec- 
tions to Mr. Morton becoming Secretary of the 
Treasury, the question came up of who else 
New York had to present. Judge Folger’s name 
was suggested. | knew that Mr. Dorsey was 
earnestly in favor of the nomination of Judge 
Folger, and therefore, i think at Mr. Knox's re- 
quest, but it may have been at my Own sugyes- 
tion, I introduced Knox to Dorsey, and Dorsey 
proceeded to urge the propriety of Folger's ap- 
pointment. The result was that Dorsey, my- 
Self. and Knox were all of the opinion that 
Folger was the man for Secretary of the Treasury. 

The thing that surprises mein the letter of 
Dorsey, as vow published, is this: that in my in- 
terviews with him he was very critical upon, if 
not denunciatory of, Mr. Conkling, because. he 
said, Mr. Conkling was insisting upon Mr. Mor- 
ton and nobody else, and Mr. Dorsey was very 
decidedly of the opinion that Morton would not 
do for Secretary of the Treasury, Now, in the 
letter that he publishes, he praises Mr. Conkling, 
and insists upon it that-he was the persou to be 
consuited. in my interviews with Mr. Dorsey I 
bad to urge upon him that Mr. Conkling was en- 
titled to consideration and recognition. Mr. 
Dorsey agreed to it, but claimed that, so far as 
his views upon the question of the Secretary of 
the Treasury were concerned, he ought to be 
overruled. Now, in the letter he insists upon it 
that Mr. Conkling is to have every considera- 
tion. I don't pretend to explain the discrepancy. 

“So faras Gen. Arthur was concerned, Mr. 
Dorsey ciaimed that Arthur was in a position 
where he could not take any degided ground, be- 
cause he said that Arthur's good judgment must 
lead him to see that Morton would not do for 
Secretary of the Treasury, and at the same 
time bis relations to Conkling and to Morton 
would prevent him from saying 80. 

“| don’t know thatithere is avything more that 
I desire to say, except that my whole relation to 
the matter arose from the application of Mr. Knox 
to me for information, and subsequentiy from 
the approval by Gen. Garfield of the views which 
l expressed, and which were communicated to 
u m, as to the treatment that ought to be given 
to Senator Conkling.

THE NAVY. 
EXISTING ABUSES. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Aug. 16.—Secretary 
Chandler's trip on the Tallapoosa will doubtiess 
result in the closing of one or more navy- yards. 
The recent Naval bill gave him authority to 
close one or more of them should he see fit, and 
the present trip is taken with that object large- 
ly. Commodore Walker, who acts in his ab- 
sence, is a whole-souled New-Engiander, of 
magnificent physique, and broad, intelligent 
views. He will till the position ably and intelli- 
gently. Secretary Chandier, as has already 
beea announced, will visit all the naval stations 
and navy-yards on the Atlantic coast, with the 
idea of making himself as familiar as possible 
with the details of the Navy Department. The 
Secretary is indicating a determination to make 
his administration of the affairs of the navy 
un intelligent one, and is thoroughly famii- 
iarizing bimeself with details as far as practica- 
bie. It is hoped that his intelligent administra- 
tion, coupled with the advantages gained * 
the recent bill, will improve the navy, whic 
everybody admits needs improving. It is the 
fashionable thing in improving the De. on pa- 
per to give most attention to shipbuilding, but 
those familiar with the personnel of the navy 
agree that it offers a wide field to the reformer. 
it is overoiticered. Many of the older officers 
were given their ge meee in recognition of gal- 
lantry. and richly deserved their places. As 
they passed away, however, their places were 
taken bya lot of young snobs, with neither 
brains nor bravery,andtne result is that the 
nuvy was rapidlf becoming. as much of a by- 
word regarding its younger officers, among those 
who knew it weil, as it bas been touching its 
vessels with the general public. The recently 
enacted law, passed with the knowledge and 
consent of Seeretary Chandler, however, wiil 
remedy tuis in a great degree: It reduces the 
uumber of Commodores, for instance, from 
twenty-five to ten, of Rear+Admirals from 
twelve to six, of Captains from seventy to forty- 
live, and of Commanders from ninety to eighty- 
tive. 


THE BANK ACT. 
GROUNBDLESS APPREHENSIONS WITH REGARD 
TO ITS WORKINGS. 

Spectal Dispatch to The Uhicago Tribune, 

WasuHinaton, D. C., Aug. 16.—Inquiries daily 
made at the Treasury Department indicate that 
inany persons believe that one of the effects of 
the recent act of Congress to extend the char- 
ters of National banks will be to lock up a large 
umount of currency, and the increase in the re- 
demption fund is pointed out as a justification 
for this belief. The increase in the redemption 
fund, as heretofore explained in these dis- 
patches, was occasioned to some extent by the 
delay in passing the act in question, and is not 
tbe result of the passage of that act. 
Nearly one-half of the amount now in 
the redemption fund is made up of the 5 per 
cent which the banks are required to keep on 
cones witb the United States Treasurer for the 
redemption of their mutilated notes, expenses 
of transportation, etc. This 5 per cent redemp- 
tion fund amounts to about $16,000,000, and that 
fund, therefore, can never be below that 
umount, unless by the winding up of the banks, 
when the reduction would be in propoti uon to 
the amount of capital retired. The aggregate 
of the red@uption fund on Aug. 1 was $37,- 
WWU,UW00—the difference between these g- 
ures and the 816.000 % %% held under the 
5 per ceut fund being made up of money real- 
ized from the sale of bonds of broken banks, 
money deposited by banks in liquidation, and 
money deposited by banks surrendering circu- 
lation. All these small amounts constitute the 
redemption fund, and ever dollar of it is held 
tast in the ‘Treasury until it redeems the Na- 
tional-bank paper for which the fund was cre- 
ated, and whenever and as fastas the notes of 
broken, liquidating, and reducing banks are re- 
ceived and canceled,corresponding amounts are 
paid out of the redemption fund, and not until 
then. As the law requires that lawful "err 
shall be deposited for the purposes of this fund, 
the banks may choose whether their deposits 
shall consist of paper or coin. In this connection 
fears are expressed that the new banking act 
will produce sudden and extended contraction. 
Such feurs are held at the Treasury to be 
groundless, because the act specifically guards 
against contraction beyond $4,000,000 per month 
in cases where bauks desire to reduce circula- 
tion. The fears expressed that the banks can 
“corner” the United States notes are held at 
the Treasury to be equally groundless,

RAYNOR’S DECISIONS—OTHER NEWS.

THE DUEL TRIAL. 


The Little Town of Lunenburg Court- 
House, Va., Greatly Excited Over the 
Trial of Garland for Killing His Man 
in a Duel—Vesterday’s Testimony. 

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

LUNENBURG Court-Houssz, Va., Aug. 16.—The 
Garland trial continues to be the all-absorbing 
topic in ali this country side. The crowd of 
spectators in attendance in this little village 
does not grow smalier as the proceedings con- 
tinue. For every visitor that leaves for his 
home another speedily comes to take his place. 
When the court is not in session groups of the 
country people gather about the hoteior other 
public places and discuss the evidence already 
adduced and that to be produced. There is never 
any lull in the discussion of this interesting 
theme. All of the witnesses are well known in 
this community and gentlemen of the highest 
respectability. The prosecution have manifest- 
ed their inteuuon of endeavoring to prove that 
a conspiracy existed between Garland and his 
brother-in-law, Bosweil, to kill Addison before 
the day of the fatal combat in the roadside. 
From tbe questions asked their wituesses it ap- 
pears they bope to establish the fact that de- 
ceased did not expect any attack from 
Garland till the prisoners friend Bos- 
well called upon Addison at the mill the 
day of the fight. If these facts could 
be clearly proven, it is thought it would -be 
of great disadvantage to the accused. Ata late 
hour last night Mr. Jones, who was one of Ad- 
dison’s friends on the occasion of the fight, 
closed his testimony. This witness gave his 
testimony in a clear and frank manner. He isa 
young man of about 24, rather siender, and of 
slight build, as indeed were all of the 
young men who were present as Addison's 
friends during the conflict. Jones’ evidence de- 
veloped nothing new. It is supposed that 
the private letter written by Miss Hatchett 
to Addison, and which accompanied the Garland 
letter sent by that lady to Addison to indorse, 
bas been burned. On his death-bed the deceased 
requested his brother Frank to burn all letters 
from his lady correspondents. The defense a 
pear to attach considerable importance to this 
missing missive, and think its production might 
throw scme additional light upon the case. It 
is very pectants, bowever, that its importance 
is greatly overrated.

Tomorrow forenoon 
the defense will put their witnesses ou the stand. 
At the afternoon session of the court today the 
witness Eanes was slow in making bis appear- 
ance. The counsel asked where he was. Bheriff 
Ellis, the crier of the court, said: Your Honor, 
he has been bitten by a spider, and be 
is down-stairs with a doctor.” A few moments 
later the tardy witnsss appeared in the court- 
room with a bandage around his neck. He was 
suffering considerable from the bite of the in- 
sect, which was occasionally manifested by 
sharp replies to counsel.

Details of the New Pool Be- 
tween Chicago and the 
Ohio River. 


The Southwestern Pools to Be 
Reorganized Some Time in 
September. 


The New Pool on Southern Business 
Between Chicago aud the Ohio River 
— Details of the Agreement. 

The new Obio River pool, the formation of 
Which was announced in yesterday's TRIBUNE, 
takes in all the bustbess originating at and go- 
ing through Chicago to the following On10 River 
points, and also covers everything going via 
those points to all points in the South: Aurora, 
Ind., Brighton, O., Cincinnati, O., Evansville, 
Ind., Indianapolis, Ina., Jeffersonvilic, Ind., 
Lawrenceburg, Iud., Louisville, Ky., Madison, 
Ind., New Albany, Ind., North Bend, O., North 
Vernon, O., and Seymour, Ind. 

The roads and fast freight lines parties to the 
new pool are the Pittsburg, Cincinnati & St. 
Louis (Green Line) Cincinnati, Lndianapolis, St. 
Louis & Chicago (Kankakee Line), Chicago & 
Eastern Illinois (Southern Dispatch), and Louis- 
ville, New Albany & Chicago (Chicago & Louis- 
ville Soutbern Line). The business will be di- 
vided — these roads us follows: Pittsburg, 
Cincinnati & St. Louis, 30 r cent; Cincinnati, 
Indianapolis, St. Louis & Cnicago, 0 per cent; 
Chicago & Eastern Illinois, W per cent: and 
Louisville, New Albany & Chicago 20 per cent. 
The new pool will no doubt have up-biil work in 
maintaining rates owing to the fact that 
there are several other lines reaching Ohio 
River poiots and doing business be- 
tween this city and the South which 
bave failed to join the pool. 
important lines not in the pool are the Wabash 
and Illinois Central. It is claimed, bowever, 
that these two roads have promised to main- 
tain the reguiar rates, and it is believed that 
they can ulcimately be induced to join the com- 
bination. The principal reason that they have 
refused to join the pool is that they have to 
compete against the roads leading from St. 
Louis to Ohio Kiver points, and cannot there- 
fore afford to tie their hands. Although the 
four roads comprising the new combination 
cootrol the greater portion of the Southern 
business from Chicago, yet they will find it a 
difficult task to curry out the agreement 
as long as the St. Louis roads leading to Obio 
River points are not working uodera similar 
pooling urrangement. Edourts are being made 
to induce the St. Louis roads to form such pool. 
and if they do there will be but little difficulty 
in maintaining Obio River rates bereafter. The 
roads trom Cnicago cannot afford to charge 
higber rates thao the roads from St. Louis, and 
if the latter cut the rates the former will neces- 
sarily have to follow suit. This. however, will 
not of necessity break up the pooling arrange- 
ment of the Chicawo roads, as they can tight 
jointly against their competitors just as 
effectually if not more so than singly. It is 
this which leads them to think that they will ul- 
timately be abie to force ail the Ohio River 
roads into the pool. and thus stop the ever-re- 
curring fights on Southern rates. Mr. L. D 
Richardson, the manager of the new pool, is an 
able and efficient treigut mau, fully conversant 
with this kind of business, and if it depends 
upon bis efforts, the pool will no doubt prove a 
success, 


Sout.western Pool Matters—Probable 
Postponement of the Mreting Called 
tor Sept. 1—The New Arbitrators, 
When the last meeting of the Suuthwestern 

Railway Association adjourned, it was decided 

that no more meetings should be held until Sept.

SENATOR HOAR’S APOLOGY. 

Senator Hoar’s letter to the people of Mas- 
sachusetts giving his reasons for voting for 
the River and Harbor bill is in the nature of 
an apology. He does, indeed, show that 
neither he nor any other member of the Mas- 
sachusetis delegation “had the slightest per- 
sonal motive to do other than his simple duty 
in the matter“; and he proves to a demon- 
stration that the policy of internal improve- 
ments was approved by the Whig party 
and has been adopted by the Republican 
party. But controversies on these points are 
aside from the main issue. 

It is not material whether Senator Hoar’s 
motives were good, bad, or indifferent in 
voting for this bill. We take it for granted 
that they were good. Heisan honest man, 
pure, self-reliant, and far more conscientious 
in his devotion to duty as he understands it 
than most members of Congress are. If 
Senator Hoar has one fault as a public man 
it is an excess of sentiment. He is at pres- 
ent much too sentimental abohit the South. 
We think it highly probable that he voted for 
the River and Harbor bill because he recog- 
nized it for what it is—adistinctively South- 
ern measure. He wishes to have the waste 
places of the South built up, and does not 
propose to inquire too closely whether they 
are worth building up, or, if they are, 
whether it is the duty of the General Gov- 
ernment, regardless of circumstances or the 
methods and ends of the proposed improve- 
ments, to foot the bills. Senator Hvar, in 
his trusting Massachusetts manner, “ strad- 
dies the blind“ of the Solid South. He evi- 
dently believes that that section can be 
bribed, if it cannot be coaxed, into being 
loyal, affectionate, sweet-tempered, and de- 
vout. 

Senator Hoar is even more amiss when he 
cites the traditional policy of the Whig and 
Republican parties as a justification of his 
vote on this bill. The Republican party al- 
ways has believed and always will believe in 
the policy of making legitimate improve- 
ments. But the contention in the present 
ease is, that many of the improvements pro- 
vided for in the bill are not legitimate; and 
should not have been appropriated for. It 
will not do to say that the bad must go with 
the good. If the President’s veto had been 
sustained it would have been a warning to 
future Congresses not totry the Executive 
patience and power too far. Now there is 
no assifrance that the next session will not 
see a worse bill than the last, or that the 
Forty-eighth Congress will not present a bill 
more infamous in character than any of its 
predecessors. 

The rebuke of the President’s veto was 
not enough for the reckless and improvident 
members who voted for this scandalous bill. 
It remains to be seen whether they will be 
more sensitive to public opinion as expressed 
in the primary meetings of their constitu- 
ents than they have been to the President’s 
warning. We observe that several members 
of Congress besides Senator Hoar have al- 
ready been condemned for their votes on 
the bill. The example is a good one. It 
should be generally imitated in the Con- 
gressional Conventions of both parties this 
year, when there is occasion for it. 


WHO CONSTITUTE THE GOVERNMENT? 
There was much disappointment at Wash- 
ington a few days ago, with some indications 
of a female rebellion, when the Secretary of 
the Interior announced that in the appoint- 
ment of a large number of new clerks in the 
Pension-Office under the new law no women 
would be given places. The exact reason 
given for this decision by the Secretary is 
not stated. It is possible that the exigencies 
of party politics may have suggested that the 
times demand voters,“ and voters are not to 
be obtained by the appointment of women. 
The New York Evening Post seems to 
think that the distribution of these appoint- 
ments was a revival of the scene common in 
the days of the spoils system, when public 
patronage was distributed like bread at the 
almshouse to those holding tickets from the 
authorized agency of the public. The days 
of the spvils system were happy days, when 
a man in Congress could demand as a matter 
of right whatever he needed in the way of 
patronage to make himself square in his dis- 
trict or his State, and when the Administra- 
tion was only too happy to recognize what 
was due to the member of Congress. The 
Post, however, speaking of this distribution 
of patronage at Washington, has this to say: 


Itis reported from Washington that Senator 
Don Cameron “ gets eighteen clerks, Senator 
Logan seven, Kepresentative White from Ken- 
tucky as many as twenty-one, and that the Stal- 
warts among the Senators and Representatives 
generally “ get a large majority of the whole 
lot. Of course there has been no examination 
of the new clerks by the Government at ail. 
They have been taken simply upon the recom- 
mendation of their political backers, and there 
is, therefore, a good deal of appropriateness in 
using the expression Senator Don Cameron 
„ got eightecn new clerks in the Pension-Or- 
fice. It must be assumed that Mr. Cameron has 
satisfied himseif of the qualifications of his 
Government clerks. 


The New York paper is not posted perhaps 
in the way of civil service as administered in 
the face of the enemy. There is an election 
pending in Pennsylyvania, in which Boss 
Cameron is assailed on his own camping- 
grounds by men who are claiming to be in- 
dependent because they refuse to accept his 
dictation. What was patronage invented for, 
except to be used by those entitled to it to 
protect and defend themselves when placed 
in peril? Senator Cameron’s supremacy is 
threatened, and he needs this patronage to 
enable him to weaken and corrupt the ranks 
of his opponents by open purchase, and also 
to strengthen in his support those of hisown 
friends who show an inclination to be- 
come independent. Much depends on Mr. 
Cameron being sustained. If Mr. Cameron 
be repudiated and defeated by the State of 
Pennsylvania, what interest will Mr. Camer- 
on have thereafter in the Republican party ? 
How can the Republican party exist without 
Mr. Cameron? In fact, what use is there for 
a Republican party which does not want Mr. 
Cameron? Consequently it is not so clear 
Cameron who “got” 
eighteen clerks, or who “gave” the Repub- 
lican party that number of officials. If 
Cameron be the Republican party, and 
his success be the success of the par- 
ty, and the appointment of these clerks 
be the meals of saving Mr. Cameron, and, of 
course, saving the party, the propriety of 
their selection by him must be conceded. 
W hat examination is required of men thus 
selected, and sclected for such a purpose? 
They are known to be Cameron men, and 
what more can be asked? What use is it to 
know anything more of their spelling than 
that they can spell Cameron, and that they 
can read and write the same word? When 
clerks are appointed merely to do the work 
of those who have them appointed the exam-

arship is very unnecessary. The, several de- | 


partments should assume that each Senator 
before designating these men for appoint- 
ment had personally examined them as to all 
the scholarship needed to perform the work 
for which they are appointed, which is the 
political service of their patron Senator. 
There is of course another side to this 
question, and that is, that the public service 
was never intended to aid or secure the elec- 


tion of any Senators or Representatives, that 


being a duty to be performed by the people, 
while those employed in the civil service 
owed their labor to the Government. This 
idea that any member of the civil service 
owes any duty to a Senator because of his 
appointment is wholly rejected, and hence it 
is that this distribution of appointments 
among members of the National Legislature 
is considered disgraceful and reprehensible, 
and tending to lower public respect and con- 
fidence in the civil service itself. Thus the 
same New York paper feels justified in say- 
ing: 

To illustrate this metbod of appointment, 
suppose one of our great New York banks had 
a number of new officers and clerks to appoint, 
and it became known that Mr. Clint Wheeler 
“vot” the chief bookkeeper, Mr. Ex-Insurance- 
Superintendent Smyth “got’’ the cashier, Mr. 
„Johnny O'Brien “got” the paying-teiler, 
Mr. Jake Patterson got“ the receiving- 
teller, and Mr. Barner Bigiin “got half a 


dozen clerks. How many business-men would 
feel perfectly comfortable in doing business 


with that bank? 

The question after all depends upon which 
of two theories concerning the Government 
is the correct oue. Is this a Government of 
the people, by the people, and for the peo- 
ple,” as Mr. Lincoln stated it to be, and as 
the Constitution provides? or is it a Govern- 
ment ot Senators and Kepresentatives, by 
the Senators and Representatives, and for 
the Senators and Representatives? Must 
every man who has business with the Gov- 
ernment approach the Government by the 
permission of a Senator or Representative ? 
Must no man be permitted to hold office or 


be appointed to office except by the previous 


consent of a Senator or Representative ? and 
does a man when once elected a Senator or 
Representative become that part of the 
Government possessing and exercising ex- 
clusive official jurisdiction over the territory 
included within his State or district? 
Banks and mercantile houses are not offi- 
cered by the nominees of Senators or Rep- 
resentatives. 


A WAR OF PROCLAMATIONS. 

The Egyptian war, so faras it has pro- 
gressed, may literally be called a war of 
proclamations. The war has now lasted 
thirty-seven days andin that time twenty- 
seven proclamations have been issued and the 
end is not yet. They have been issued by all 
kinds of people for all kinds of purposes, 
and not one of them has yet been obeyed or 
has diverted the tide of war one inch from 
its course. On paper it has been a savage 
warfare, and had the paper policy been car- 
ried out not one of the present rulers or pre- 
tended rulers in Egypt would now be in au- 
thority. 

Proclamations are easy and inexpensive 
war material, look well and sound well on 
paper, which may account for the fact that 
so many of the respective combatants and 
some of the non-combatants have been en- 
The first 
proclamation was issued July 9 by Admiral 
Seymour notifying Arabi Bey that he would 
open fire in twenty-four hours, and was fol- 
lowed up by a heart-stirring, ringing procla- 
mation from the American Admiral Nichol- 
son warning Arabi Bey not to hit his vessels 
and creating a hearty feeling of satisfaction 
in our own country that our flag was still 
there.” On the l4th the Khedive, who had 
not known for some days whether he was on 
foot or on horseback, issued a proclama- 
tion to the people of Alexandria, or 
such of them as were left, to main- 
tain order. Having gotten his hand in, the 
next morning he issued another proclama- 
tion denouncing Arabi Bey as a rebel, and in 
the afternoon a third dismissing him from 
the Ministry of War. The latter proclama- 
tion a bold Arab ventured to take to Arabi, 
and the bold Arab has never been mentioned 
since in the dispatches. On the next day the 
Khedive went at it again, and summoned 
Arabi to Alexandria, an invitation to which 
Arabi sent regrets, whereupon the Khedive 
issued just one more, placing the city under 
martial law, and then rested. The next day 
Arabi Bey took his turn and issued a very 
practical proclamation notifying Arabs that 
they need pay no attention to the Khedive 
and that they must pay their taxes to him. 
This was on the 17th. On the 18th Admiral 
Seymour proclaimed that he would restore 
order by authority of the Khedive, and 
on the 19th appeared Arabi again pro- 
claiming that he had made several 
appointments in the name of the 
Khedive. On the 20th the English Ad- 
miral proclaimed that Bedouins who had 
been looting must return their plunder or 
they would be shot. The next day Arabi 
Bey, meaning business, proclaimed that he 
was engaged in an irreconcilable war with 
the English, and on the same day the Nota- 
bles proclaimed that Arabi was right In 
answer to this the Khedive, growing bola 
under the protection of the English vessels, 
proclaimed Arabi Bey a traitor, but was care- 
fulnotto send it this time to Arabi. The 
latter was busily engaged at the time, and on 
the same day proclaimed that he had ap- 
pointed. hisown Ministry at Cairo. On the 
next day De Lesseps and Victor issued a 
proclamation declaring that they would take 
care of the canal, and from that. time to this 
have been issuing repeated proclamations 
declaring war with most of the European 
Powers. On the 28th Arabi announced 
that he had formed a provisional 
Government at Cairo, and Turkey was called 
upon to issue a proclamation declaring Arabi 
a rebel, which Turkey has been trying to do 
ever since, but has not yet got round to it. 
On the 29th Arabi’s new Government“ got 
in its work ' with a proclamation declaring 
war against Europe, and on the next day a 
new proclaimer appeared from the Suez 
Canal Company which announced an alliance 
with De Lesseps in his war against Europe. 
August was commenced with one proclama- 
tion from Arabi notifying all natives to leave 
the European service; a second to the effect 
that the Sultan had deposed the Khedive; 
and a third announcing that the Egyptians 
must not obey any of the Knhedive’s orders. 
This made the Khedive angry, and on 
the 9th Sie issued another proclama- 
tion declaring Arabi a rebel. The procla- 
mations during the past two or three days 
have flown thick and fast. The Khedive 
proclaims the right of the English to occupy 
points on the Isthmus of Suez. The Sultan 
proclaims to Arabi that he must lay down 
his arms, whereupon Arabi, with all the sang 
froid in the world, trumps the trick by pro- 
claiming that he has deposed the Sultan and 
appointed the Cherif of Mecca in his place, 
which of course will lead to a fresh shoal of 
proclamations from the Cherif, whoever he 
is, unless the Sultan gets in on time and 
shuts him up, which, in retaliation, may lead 
to a proclamation from Arabi removing Ad- 
miral Seymour and deposing Mr. Gladstone. 
The last to come to handis Sir Garnet Wolse- 
ley, who as soon as he arrived at Alexandria 
caught the fever and issued a prociamation 
to the Egyptians before his valet could clean 
him up. 

The Egyptian War reminds one of the 
Mexican War and the fusillades of proclama- 
tions with which Santa Anna greeted our 
troops, and viewed in the light of the Egyp- 
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tian bulletin his proclamation ordering Gen. 


Taylor to leave the country does not appear 
very unreasonable. The English forces, how- 
ever, have been in Egypt nearly two months, 
and troops have been arriving for several 
weeks, and yet nothing has been done ex- 
cept to bombard Alexandria. The proclaim- 
ing has been admirable, but when is the 
fighting to commence? 


THE DEATH OF SENATOR HILL. 
Senator Hill, of Georgia, died yesterday 


: morning after a long and painfull illness. 
lle was in his seat in the Senate for a few 


days before the holiday recess, but his mal- 
ady soon took a dangerous turn, and he left 
Washington, as it now appears, forever. 

Mr. Hill was one of the most creditable 
representatives his section of the country 
has had in Congress since the War. He was 
a man of strong and positive convictions, 
pugnacious by temperament, and remorse- 
less in the pursuit of an enemy. But he 
knew how to take blows as well as to give 
them, and he could be magnanimous when 
the feebleness of his opponent was clearly 
demonstrated. 

His eloquence was that of the bar rather 
than that of the popular assembly. He was 
strictly logical, keen, incisive, and direct. In 
his celebrated debate with Blaine he coolly 
weighed and sifted the evidence for and 
against Jefferson Davis’ responsibility for 
the atrocities of Andersonville. And, while 
Blaine carried all before him by his impetu- 
ous and brilliant manner, there were those 
present who thought that Hill had made the 
better statement of the case, from hjs point 
of view. Garfield punished Hill more severe- 
ly than Blaine did. It was Garfield, and not 
Blaine, who undertook the task of refuting 
Hill’s statements seriatim, and successfully 
accomplished it. 

Whatever else may be said of Senator Hill's 
political conduct, it cannot be doubted that 
after the War he was always a sincere Union 
man. Hewas drawn into the Confederacy 
reluctantly and against his better judgment. 
He was a delegate to the convention that 
adopted the ordinance of secession, but 
joined with Alexander Stephens, an oppo- 
nent of many years, in advising against that 
measure. But when the convention declared 
for secession he voted for the ordinance. 
During the War he was a member of the 
Confederate Senate and an extreme Rebel. 
After peace was declared he took an active 
partin opposing the reconstruction legisla- 
tion, but he sympathized with the efforts to 
bring Georgia into the Union on what he 
deemed honorable terms, and to keep it there. 
constantly reiterated his desire for 
peace and good feeling between the different 
sections. When he was a member of the 
Lower House, in the memorable debate al- 
ready referred to, he said: The South is 
here, and here she intends to remain. We 
are here, we are in the house of our fathers, 
our brothers, and our companions, and we 
are here to stay.”’ 

Though Mr. Hill was never a Democrat 
until after the War, having been by turns a 
Know-Nothing, a Whig, and a Bell and 
Everett Union man, he was a Bourbon and 
a sectionalist in his later political life. He 
still believed in the Union and the Nation, 
but he believed more in “his people” at 
home in Georgia, and the interests of the 
South were more to him than those of the 
whole country. 

In personal appearance Mr. Hill was above 
middle hight, thick set, and sturdy in frame. 
lis features were strongly marked, and his 
jaw slightly prominent, revealing his char- 
acteristic firmness and resoluteness, not to say 
obstinacy. He was singularly pure and 
punctiiious about small matters in public 
life, and, though he had littie but his salary 
to depend upon, his integrity has never been 
called into question even by his enemies. He 
will be niuch missed in the Senate Chamber, 
where. his strong individuality made him a 
man of noc, while his personal charm of 
manner endeared him to many of his asso- 
ciates.

THE LICENSE SYSTEM IN EUROPE. 

Mr. Charles Reemelin is widely known in 
Ohio asan author and publicist, isa Democrat 
we believe, and certainly holds a high posi- 
tion among the German-Americans of his 
State. Ile is a competent witness in regard 
to German laws and customs, and hascontrib- 
uted to the Cincinnati Gazctte some valuable 
information concerning the regulation of 
liquor-selling on the Continent of Europe. 
The attitude assumed by the Gefman saloon- 
keepers in Ohio, in which they claim the 
sympathy of German citizens generally, is 
not merely hostile to all outcroppings of pro- 
hibition or Puritanism, but also to the li- 
cense scheme projected by the last Legisla- 
ture, which requires a constitutional amend- 
ment for its enforcement. The opposition 
to the principle of the Pond billin Ohio and 
the high-license system everywhere is based 
by the Germans upon an outcry for“ personal 
freedom,” and an intimation that there is 
more of i. in Germany than there isin this 
country as far as beer-selling is concerned. 
Mr. Reemelin corrects some of the false im- 
pressions which have grown out of the Ger- 
man agitation in certain cities and States. 

In Germany, it seems, the business of 
liguor-selling is not subject to legislation to 
the same degree as inthis country, simply 
because it is placed in the hands of the police, 
who control ft, and regulate it at their dis- 
cretion. * Gewerbe-Freineit,’’ or the freedom 
to carry on an occupation, profession, or busi- 
ness, is universally recognized, but the keep- 
ing of public-houses, hotels, taverns, drug- 
stores, and places where explosive com- 
pounds are sold is expressly excepted, and is 
placed under police regulation. The statutes 
differ in different States, but certain axioms 
obtain everywhere, of which the following 
are the most important: 

l. It is required, as a rule, that the dispens- 
ers of liquor by retail shall own the property 
where they conduct their business. This is 
a guarantee that any fines or penalties im- 
posed for the violation of police regulations 
can be easily collected, and individual re- 
sponsibility and submission to authority are 
thus assured, 

2. The concession, or license, system is 
universal, and the rule is that the vrivilege 
of selling liquor shall be assessed in full pro- 
portion to the extra expense inflicted upon 
the community by the traffic. To follow out 
a similar rule in American cities, where 
dramshops are counted by the thousands, 
would justify the assessment upon the sa- 
loon business of almost the entire cost of the 
police force. 

3. The police authorities are absolute in 
their power to regulate the saloon-business. 
They may grant concessions or refuse them 
at their own discretion. They do not regard 
every man and every location as proper for 
conducting the business. The result is that 
there are no “grog-shops ” in German cities 
as there are in American cities. The holes- 
in-the-wall,” the “dives,” and other vile re- 
sorts which are found in such abundance on 
State and Clark streets, and in other locall- 
ties in this city, would not be tolerated in a 
German city. The police would refuse to 
license such places, and would close out 
saloons whenever they should descend to so 
low a level. 

The same principles govern the saloon- 
business in Norway, Sweden, Denmark, 
Holland, and other continental countries. 
Mr. Reemelin, who is as much opposed to 
the ultra notions of “personal freedom” as 
he is to ultra coercive teimperance, is pre- 
pared. to urge individual ownership of

saloon-business in American cities and the 
universal apphcation of common-sense ideas 
to the regulation of the liquor-traffic. The 
German-Americans throughout the country 
will do well to adopt his ideas. Their op- 
position to a proper license system and police 
regulation for the saloon-business merely 
furnishes the Prohibitionists with an argu- 
ment, and weakens the fight against fanati- 
cism. 7 


THE GRAIN PRODUCT IN THE SOUTH. 

There is no doubt that the people of the 
South planted and have harvested a much 
larger grain crop this year than usual. The 
shortage last year and the high prices they 
were compelled to pay for breadstuffs and 
provisions prompted them to enlarge their 
grain product even at the possible diminu- 
tion of their own peculiar staples. It will be 
a mistake, however, to look upon this pros- 
pect as a complete reversal of the ordinary 
conditions of the South. There is no likeli- 
hood that there will be a surplus over home 
consumption in that section. Outside of 
Texas and Northern Georgia the South will 
have no grain to sell. The absence of gran- 
aries and the attraction of good prices may 
induce the producers to put some of their 
stuff on the market for export early in the 
season, but there is reason to suspect that, 
later in the season, the South will be a large 
purchaser of grain and provisions as usual. 
The Southern people are proverbially im- 
provident; itis a characteristic of both whites 
and blacks to live fully up to their resources. 
If they were obliged to stint themselves 
last year on account of scarcity and high 
prices, the promise of abundance this year 
will tempt them to overindulgence. They 
will feed their hogs liberally on corn and 
they themselves will eat liberally of pork. 
The South may not need to buy as much 
from the North this year as it has 
been in the habit of buying, but it 
is entirely safe to conclude that there will be 
no surplus of grain over consumption in that 
section. Hence the grain product of the 
South is not likely to be an important factor 
in determining prices. 
to a large yield of wheat everywhere anda 
sufficient supply of corn. There seems to be 
no possibility of a high range of prices such 
us the exceptionally short crops of last year 


brought about in spite of the comparatively . 


small foreign demand; the value of the 
grain product will depend almost entirely 


upon the necessities of Europe, modified, of | 


course, by the exactions which the railroads 
shall make.

CORNELL, CONKLING, AND GOULD. 

The growing bitterness of the contest for 
the Republican nomination for Governor 
of New York, in which the present incum- 
bent on the one side and Conkling and the 
Stalwarts on the other are now engaged, and 
the absolute breach between Cornell and the 
ex-Senator, are strongly shown by an Al- 
bany dispatch in this morning’s TRIBUNE. 
Gov. Cornell’s organ at the State Capital al- 
leges that Mr. Conkling, as the attorney of 
Jay Gould, used ail his influence with 
the Governor to prevent his vetoing 
a bill to relieve the Pacific Steam- 
ship Company of city taxes amount- 
ing to $120,000, and that he personally, 
and through others, intimated to the Gov- 
ernor that his political interests would be 
advanced by approving the measure; but to 
all these arguments Cornell was deaf, and 
the bill didn’t become a law. It is also al- 
leged that when the bill to relieve the Ele- 
vated Railway Company of most of its taxes 
reached the Governor he was informed that 
his approval of it would cure the difficulty 
with Conkling, and insure his renomination. 
Lie was also informed, it-is stated, that there 
would bea distribution of new stock of con- 
siderable value, in which he would not be 
forgotten. Nevertheless, he vetoed the bill. 

The Democratic paper at Albany, willing 
to do all it can to help on Republican dis- 
agreements and to hurt both factions, charges 
that Gould and Cornell had conferences 
when the Elevated Railway bill was intro- 
duced, and that, after its passage, and before 
the veto, the Governor had personal inter- 
views with Conkling and second-hand ones 
with Gould, who was given to understand 
that the bill would be signed. Finally, 
though, it was killed by a brief milk-and- 
water veto. Today we shall probably hear 
Mr. Conkling’s reply to these allegations, 
and, beyond all doubt, it will be of sucha 
character as to make still more bitter and 
personal the contest over the nomination. 


WEALTH OF THE UNITED STATES. 

Mr. Mulhall, a statistician of eminent repu- 
tation, estimates the wealth of the United 
States in 1880 at $50,000,000,000; that of France 
at 837.200, 000.000; and that of the United 
Kingdom at $44,100,000,000. The wealth of 
this country per capita is about $1,000; that 
of Great Britain $1,260; and that of France 
something between the two. The richest 
country on earth, according to Mr. Mulhall, 
is Scotland. ‘This opinion is an odd verifica- 
tion of the common belief that the Scotch are 
the thriftiest people in the world; but itis al- 
most incredible in view of the comparative 
poverty of the Scotch soil and the use of vast 
tracts for deer-parks and hunting-grounds. 
Ilolland was formerly supposed to be the 
richest country, and that place has lately 
been awarded to England. Nobody but a 
statistician would have thoughtof giving it to 
Scotland. Dr. Johnson scornfully said:“ The 
noblest prosvect which a Seotchman ever sees 
is the high road that leads him to England.“ 
But it seems there have been enough 
Scotchmen who have refused to see this 
prospect, and have remained at home to make 
their country the richest in the world. Allan 
Cunningham said that the only tree in Scot- 
land was the bonny gallows tree,“ but he 
did not live to see the day when trees would 
be little used in some kinds of shipbuilding, 
aud when the Clyde would be the scene of 
the biggest industry north of the Tweed.

The Boston Advertiser, from which the 
above figures are taken, suggests that the 
value of the farms as stated by Mr. Mulhall 
is too low. He himselt estimated the value 
of the farm products for 1880 at $1,995,000,000, 
or a fraction above 20 per cent of the value 
assigned to the farms. The erop of 1881, it 
is true, was much less; but in view of the 
rapid breaking-up of virgin soil in the West, 
and especially in Dakota, the farms of the 
United States are probably worth much 
more than the sum stated. The Advertiser 
says the wheat crop of this year will bring 
in $600,000,000, the corn crop $1,000,000,000, 
and all other farm products exclusive 
of cattle, which are enumerated  sep- 
arately, $1,000,000,000. This would be 
a total income of $2,600,000,000, which 
would make the capitalized value of the 


farms not less than $20,000,000,000, allowing 
tor the subsistence of the farming popula- 


tion and the depreciation of soil. But the 
Advertiser ridiculously overestimates the 
value of the cereal crops to the producer, in- 
cluding in it the cost of transportation, 
which should be credited to the railroads,

figures are below rather tnan above the mark. 
but they are much safer than the Adver- 
tiser’s corrections. . 

The value of the farms of the United 
States, apart from the permanent improve- 
ments attached to them, is equal to the com- 
bined values of the railways and manufact- 
ures. The attention of the Advertiser is 
arrested by this obvious fact, and it says: 


Thanks to wg conditions well appreciated 
by our farmers, the agricultural interest of the 
country isa mighty giant whose hand is felt 
throughout the worl But the giant ought to 
be strengthened rather than weakened, for it is 
he above all others who gives life to our rail- 
ways, factories, and wealth. Even in Europe 
more wealth is produced by farming than by 
factories, while in this couatry farming is the 
alpha and omega of our prosperity. It was one 
partial failure of the crop which reduced the 
value of our railroads by hundreds of millions 
of dollars, while the excellent harvest or the 
present season at once gives an impetus to busi- 
ness such as has not been felt for years past. 
All business men, in fact, have an eye upon the 
crops, and when they depend so visibly upon the 
harvest they cannot afford to have less than bigh 
respect for the farmer, whose importance in 
the aggregate outranks all other productive 
classes. If any one thing makes this country 
rich it is farming. 


The argument is good, but it comes with 
ill grace from a prohibitory tariff newspaper 
that has devoted its best years to the ad- 
vocacy of “‘ a tariff for protection with inci- 
dental revenue.” The best’ way to “ pro- 
tect’’ the farmer is to relieve him of the 
burdens which an oppressive tariff has im- 
posed upon him. Let him have cheaper 
clothing, bedding, tools, fencing material, 
salt, sugar, and molasses, and steel rails for 
his transportation, and he wiil see that the 
rest of his wants are provided for.

A PLEASANT letter in the Paterson Press 
describes a little reform which was accomplished 
among the telegraph people in Vienna by ex- 
Minister Phelps. For years they had compelled 
both the Legation and private customers using 
the cable to add to Washington the word 
„Columbia.,“ a superfiuity which was very an- 
noying as well as neediesly expensive in the 
then high rates of the tariff. Mr. Phelps, having 
little else to do, set himself to work to see if he 
could not reform this abuse, and communicated 
with the authorities personally, only to receive 
the protest: Bitte Exlenz, entschuldigen gehor- 
samst, It has always been so! It is impossible 
otherwise! See you the book! There, Mein 
Gott! are one, two, ten Washingtons; 
one is in Australia! one is in Ure- 
gon! one is I how can one know 
which is which, unless it be written?“ Not dis- 
couraged, Mr. Phelps kept up the fight and nu- 
merous communications passed between them, 
in which the obdurate Viennese were informed 
that Washington was the Capital of the United 
States, a Nation of fifty-two millions, and that 
dispatches to Berlin, Pesth, Berne, Paris, Lon- 
den, and other Capitals of countries that were 
very insignificant in size as compared with the 
United States were sent without turther descrip- 
tion. This had littie effect, whereupon Mr. 
Phelps inquired whether, in view of their prac- 
tice regarding other Capitais, this custom did 
not indicate a lack of respect for the 
United States. This appeal fetched them, 
and the telegraphic administration, after 
considerable circumlocutory grumbling, gave 
orders that the obnoxiously superfluous word 
need not be added. Minister Phelps’ persever- 
ance was commendable, not alone as effecting 
a change in an Old World usage which was ob- 
served only to accommodate official ignorance, 
but as in the interests of economy. In these 
days of indifference to the public expenditure 
the man who will fight to save the Government 
charges on unnecessary words in a dispatch is a 
patriot. It bas not been considered hitherto as 
very clear of what use our European Ministers 
atc. but the experiences of ex-Minister Phelps 
in dealing with Austrian hard-headedness show 
that their positions need not altogether be 
sinecures. 


THe New York Sun, speaking of the 
public building appropriations, says: 

The amount appropriated for public buildings 
in different parts of the gountry is between 
$5,000,000 and $6,000,000. The various sums are 50 
per cent of what it is estimated will be required 
in each instance. So the contracts to be let, 
with the real estate, will amount to between 
$10,000,000 and $12,000,000. The contracts will be 
made by Supervieing-Arcbitect Hill, and under 
his direction the money will be expended. Who 
is Mr. Hill, and who are bis favorite? Has there 
not been an oversight in not providing checks 
ana limitations to insure the proper expenditure 
of this great sum of money? If there existed 
no facts bearing directiy on the matter, if it was 
not positively known that certain persons have 
great influence over and close relations with 
Mr. Hill. this inquiry would be proper, and the 
suggestion of additional security appropriate. 
No one who understands tue actual state of the 
case entertains a doubt on, the subject. Ten 
or even five millions or dollars is too large asum 
to be spent by one man, more especially with that 
ring in possession of the Treasury. Some 
things will require the early attention of Con- 
gress. There are many more that will require 
‘attention just as soon as u re is a Congress act- 
ing in the interests of the country. 


Ir had become customary for Frenchmen 
entitled to wear foreign red ribbons to put them 
into their buttonholes in such a fashion as to 
make them mistaken for ribbons of the Legion 
of Honor. The Council of the Legion long ago 
ruled that the Portuguese Order of Christ and 
the Austrian Order of Francis Josepn and of 
Merit, the ribbons of which are red, should not 
be worn by French citizens without the accom- 
panying crosses. Similar action has now been 
taken with regard to all decorations in the 
ribbons of which the coveted color figures. 
Wearers of any of these orders must wear a 
cross of the size of the roset or the width of the 
ribbon, which cannog be less than one centi- 
métre; and it is announced that the provisions 
of the code (which prescribes an imprisonment 
of from six months to two years for wearing in 
public a uniform ora decoration to which one 
is not entitled) will be invoked with vigor in the 
case of all offenders.

ANOTHER IRISH CRISIS, 
PARNELL’S SPEECH AT DUBLIN. 
Special Cable. 

Dent ix, Aug. 16.—Mr. Parnell today, on the 
oceasion of being presented with the freedom. 
of the city, said he should return thanks in a 
few words, as freedom of speech in this country 
bad practically ceased to exist. The absence 
of the High Sheriff reminded him of the 
duty imposed on them who happened to be 
members of Parliament to direct the attention 
of the House of Commons before being per- 
mitted to rise to what had happened. This was 
not the proper place to allude to that subject, 
and, much as he should desire to 
speak freely on the event, he recognized 
that be could not do so. Therefore not even 
within the municipalities of Ireland was it pos- 
sible for a man to speak his mind on matters of 
public policy. It appeared to him that the only 
place in which they could speak their minds 
was in the House of Commons, and 
be proposed to do his duty there. 
He believed they had gained some things for 
Ireland, but ali believed that Ireland had gained 
much more for herseif. He feit confident that 
they were but at the commencement 
of measures of large reform which 
might be expected for the masses of 
the people of Ireland. He bad never 
believed in the possibility of maintaining an in- 
dependent Irish party in the House of Com- 


mons for any length of time, but he thought it 


possible to increase its numbers and maintain it 
for such time as would enable them to gain the 
objects which always possessed the bearts 
of the Irish people at home and abroad—the re- 


establishment of the legislative indepenaence 


of Ireland. So long as it might be necessary he 
would remain there to attain that end, and no 
longer. The advance of popular reform could 
not be stopped for long, even in Ireland. It 


would be far better forthe governing classes

THE EGYPTIAN WAR. 
AT ALEXANDRIA. 
ALEXANDRIA, Aug. 16.—The betief in the hope- 


lesness of the struggie is spreading among the 
Egyptians. The British commander at Meks 
has feceived overtures for the surrender of an 
entire infantry battalion if they can obtain 
favorable terms. 


Gen. Sir Garnet Wolseley, with the authority 


of the Khedive, has issued a proclamation to the 
people of Egypt, representing the sole object of 


the British to be to restore the authority of the 
Khedive. It says ail peaceful inhabitants will 
be kindly treated. Mosques will be respected, 
and allsupplies paid tor. Gen. Wolseley adds 
that he will be glad to receive all chiefs who are 
disposed to assist in suppressing the rebellion. 

Gen. Wolseley held a conference today with 
Admiral Seymour and all the Generals. He sub- 
sequently visited the Khedive. This afternoon 
Gen. Wolseley will inspect the Ramleh position. 

An encounter between the British mounted 
patrol and a party of 500 Bedouins occurred this 
morning near Ramieh. Five of the latter were 
killed. 

The Khedive yesterday sent a telegram to 
Nice requesting the presence of Riaz Pasha at 
the palace. Hias Pasha is expected to sail from 
Marseilles to-morrow, and it is hoped to form a 
combination Ministry under the leadership of 
Cherif Pasha and Riaz Pasha, the whole to be 
under the Presidency of the Khedive. Omar 
Pasha Lufti will probably retain the post of 
Minister of War, with Osman Pasha Refki as 
Commander-in-Chief of the army. 

The transport Towerhill, with a detachment 
of horse artillery on board, bas arrived. 

Maj.-Gen. Alison held a consultation today 
with Gen. Wolseley, the result of which is that 
the former will retain local command of the 
British troops pending the present deliberations 
ot the conference.

“The Turkish army undertakes the pacifica- 
tion of Egypt without foreign assistauce, the 
British to remain in their present positions and 
not to participate in the operations. The Turks 
shall be allowed to use Alexandria as a base of 
operations, and the Turks and British both to 
withdraw after the pacification of the country.“ 

Dufferin rejected this draft, and submitted 
another, stipulating that Turkey should not 
undertake operations without the previous con- 
seut of the British commander; that British 
officers should be attached to the Turkish head- 
quarters, and that the question of evacuation 
should be the subject of a special convention. 

It is believed there is no probability of the 
Porte accepting the English conditions. 

A few officers and soldiers have returned on 
leave from Suda Bay, where 4,100 Turkish troops 
are assembled. 

The report that the Ulemas had deposed the 
Sultan is untrue. On the contrary, the Sultan 
at the feast of Baviam yesterday received sev- 
eral congratulatory telegrams from Cairo and 
other parts of Evypt. 

It is stated lu Turkish circies that the hesita- 
tion to issue a proclamation against Arabi Pasha 
is owing to the fact thata telegram was received 
from him five days ago expressing his readiness 
tosubmit to the authority of the Caliph, but stat- 
ing that he could not leave his soldiers without 
a bead until the arrival of Turkish troops in 
Egypt, when be would instantly hand over his 
command to a Turkish General. The military 
convention is still unsettied for the same rea- 
son.

TTIE MISSISSIPPL 
THE COMMISSION FIGURING OUT HOW TO 
SPEND THE MONEY, 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

New York, Aug. 16.—The Mississippi River 
Commission, which has charge of the expendi- 
ture of the money appropriated during the late 
session of Congress for the improvement of that 
river has been in session here since last Monday. 
The President of the Commission is Gen. Q. A. 
Gilmore, and the other members are Gen. C. B. 
Comstock, United States army; Maj. Charles R. 
United States army; Prof. Henry 
Mitchell, of the United States army: Maj. B. M. 
Harrod, United States army; Capt. James 
B. Eads, and Judge R. 8. Taylor. 
All the members of the commission 
are in attendance except Capt. Eads, 
who is at present in Europe, and Judge Tayior. 
whois sick. The amount appropriated for the 
improvement of the river below Cairo is $4,123,- 
000: from Cairo to the mouth of the Illinois 
River, $600,000; and from the latter point to the 
Des Moines Rapids, $200,000. There are also a 
number of unexpended balances, the principal 
of which are $110,000 for work at New Orleans. 


$89,000 for work at 2 of Rea River,’ 


$27,000 for work at Vicks@rg, $7,000 for Natchez, 
and some smaller sums for other points, mak 
in all over $5,156,000 which the commission wil 
ba ve to expend. ‘The bilt names New Orleans, 
Natchez, Vicksburg. and Memphis as points 
where improvements sbail be made. The pres- 
ent weeting of the commission is called to con- 
sider what portion of the appropriation shall be 
allotted to the points mentioned in the 
bill, and also whether any portion 
of the appropriation shall be expended for 
levee repairs, and, if so. what amount and at 
what points. The commission will also consider 
several special questions which have been re- 


* ferred to it by the Secretary of War, but which 


are not yet in a shape for publication. 

The commission effected its organization on 
Monday, aud yesterday and today listened to 
the views presented by the members of three 
delegations which are io attendance on the ses- 
sion. One ot these delegations appears in the 
interests of the Louisiana levees, another for 
the Mississippi levees, and the third for the City 
of Vicksburg. 

Senator Lamar, of Mississippi, who is one of 
the delegates, spoke in favor of Mississippi's in- 
terests in generai and Vickburg’s interests in 
particular. 

Judge Steele, formerly of New Orleans, but 
now ot Natchez, Miss., spoke in behaif of Louisi- 
ana levees, and endeavored to impress on the 
commission that the destructive floods to which 
the banks of the Mississippi are subjected are 
caused by the accumulation ot waters in wbat 
are known us the Yazooand Tensas bottoms, 
from the mouth of the Ked RKiver to 
the moutb of the Arkansas. and 
that itis witbin these points also that the great- 
est difticuities of navigation are to be found. 
He urged, therefore, that the levees along this 

ortion of the river should be closed first. Col. 

ercy, of Mississippi, and Maj. Waddell, of 
Vicksburg, spoke to the same effect. 

The proposition of the Memphis & New Or- 
leans Railroad and Levee Company to build 
between those cities a road which shali cross the 
mouth of the Yazoo Valley upon the topofa 
levee, the ievee to be built out of 
the Government appropriation, but main- 
tained by the railroad company, hav- 
ing been referred, after introduction 
into Congress, to the Secretary of War, and by 
him referred to the commission, C. P. Hunting- 
ton, the President of the company, was heard 
in its favor. 

The bearing of these gentlemen occupied the 
commission up to noun today, and during the 
afternoon various questions were discussed by 
the mewbers. Among these were the estab- 
lishmedt of a general suppiy-depot at St. Louis, 
the amounts of the allotments for the various 
points where work is required, and various 
questions of administration. No definit action 
was taken; however, except that it was de- 
cided that a sufficient ailotment should be made 
to the improvements at Plum Point and Lake 
Providence to enable the work to be carried on 
without interruption. The improvements at 
these points consist in the building of screens 
and sinking of mattresses, with the object of 
narrowing the bed of the river and thereby in- 
creasing the velocity of the current. It is prob- 
able, too, that work wiil be speedily begun at 
oue or two other points. 


ANTI-MONOPOLY. 
A STATE CONVENTION WILL BE HELD. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

New York, Aug. 16.—About forty politicians 
of more or less ability, and all of whom have 
been atsome time identified with the Demo- 
cratic or Republican parties, or both, met this 
evening at the Astor House to consider the ad- 
visability of calling a State Convention to 
further the aims and interests of the anti- 
monopoly element in politics. The gentlemen 
constituted the State Committee of the Anti- 
Monopoly League of the State of New York. 
There was a full representation of delegates 
from the Congressional districts, and the 
otlicers of the State League were 
also present as ex-officio members of the 
State Committee. Some of the members of the 
committee were represented by proxies, but 
Emerson E. Davis, of Whitehall, President of 
the League,and John F. Henry, First Vice- 
President, were in attendance. The representa- 
tives for committeemen at large were Tuomas 
Kinsella and L. C. Burgess, the latter being a 
proxy for ex-Assemblyman Duguid. An at- 
tempt was madeas soon asthe roll had been 
called to adopt a resolution providing that the 
committee deem it inexpedient to call a State 
convention to nominate candidates for State 
officers or for Assemblymen until after the 
conventions of the Republican and the Demo- 
cratic parties have been held. The object of 
this postponement was to discover what the 
other parties propose doing at their conven- 
tions. It was possible, it was urged, that one or 
the other of the two old parties might put in the 
eld a ticket that the anti-monopolists could 
support, or it might be that from tickets of both 
= a satistactory ticket might be made by a 

tate convention, or, in the third contingency, 
the auti-monopolists might be able to select one 
good man from each of the old arty 
tickets, and make up the remainder of the 
ticket by their own selections. The debate on 
thie question lasted over three hours, amend- 
ments being proposed deciaring simply that a 
State convention be held, without nami time, 

lace, Or purpose. Mr. Kinsella, of the Brook- 
yn Kagle, with several others, were opposed to 
the boiding of any convention at all. It was 
finally determined that a couvention should be 
beld at Saratoga Sept. 13. A call will be issued 
at once by the State League. 

Mr. Kinsella, in his speech opposing the call- 
ing of a convention, said he did not think it de- 
sirable to enter on a campaign such as was here 
being urged. It was serious business, and could 
only be carried out at much expense and with 
great labor and risk. It would cost $30,000 to or- 
ganize the preliminaries of such a canvass. 
Had they such a sum to invest or expend? Be- 
sides this, where was the man of ability and 
character who was willing to take his political 
life in his hand and be their standard-bearer in 
such a fight? He thought the league had done 
well thus far, and that it would be better to 
make haste slowly by following out the plan for 
action that they had followed last year.

THE QUESTION OF PROSECUTING THE TELE- 
GRAPH COMPANIES FOR DELIVERING 
THEIR MESSAGES,

NEW York, Aug. 16.—It is stated that District- 
Attorney McKeon proposes to test the question 
whether the Directors of the Western Union 
Telegraph Company could not be indicted as 
aiders and abettors of the illegal scheme 
of lottery dealers in doing their 
telegraphing for them. Mr. Swayne, the 
senior counsel for the company, says that the 
telegraph company bas never consciously done 
anything to violate the law with regard to lot- 
teries, nor bas it willfully aided the lottery men 
in any unlawful schemes.

The company had been cvontendi in Chicago 
against the bucket-shop men, who sought to 
compel them as common carriers to give them 
the gold and stock quotations, which the com- 
pany thougut itself bound not to give them.

A DIFFICULT OPERATION.

The investiganon ot the July wheat deal was 
resumed at 3.0'clock yesterday. The committee 
announced that hereafter, commencing the 17th, 
they would hold evening sessions.

Witness stated that ne 
bought 10,000 bushels of wheat on the last day of 
July fora party who had refused to deposit 
margins, and did not buy any other wheat that 
day. He did not think margins were refused on 
any other wheat. 

James F. Gillett testified on the part of the 
complainants that the price ot No. 2 spring 
wheat during the morning session of the board 
on the last day of July was from $1.35 to $1.36. 

On cross-examination he said he did not know 
who bought or sold wheat; he supposed 
were bona-fide trades, but did not know. 
never known of people washing the market, but 
had heard of it. He did not buy any wheat at 
that price for any of his customers. Doesn't 
recollect of any lower price or any elfers to sell 
fur less. Thinks the price was largely enbanced 
by the markets being oversold; couldn't tell 
how much. 

MR. WRIGHT ASKED THIS QUESTION:

facts having a bearing on the subject matter 
they are appointed to consider. In view ot all 
the facts they shall determine ana adjust the 
true value of the property defaulted on at the

Mr. Brine suggested that the words, and in 
view of all the facts presented, and having ref- 
erence to the duty of the seller to speciiically 
fulfill bis contract,” should be read. 

Mr. Wright admitted the words were there, 
but claimed that the matter of specific perform- 
ance was another question. 

Mr. Wright continued his argument, ciaiming 
that the rules were plain and should be followed: 
that au attempt bad recently been made to re- 
peal them, which had been overwhelmingly da- 
feated. He cailed upon the officers of the board, 
of whom the committee were a part, to enforce 
the rules.

Curtositics of the Federal Marine Laws. 

The marine laws of the United States are a 
 uriosity in some respects. A tug, no matter 
dow small, must pay as much for ins 
the largest steamboat on the lakes. Tugmen 
must have practical experience sufficient to 
pass examioation before the United States 
Marine Inspectors before they are permitted to 
act as Captain or engineer, and pay for the cer- 
tification papers. After all this a tug is not 


. allowed to carry passengers unless supblied 


with life preservers, etc., and application made 
to the United States authorities. This is in 
strange contrast to the yachts that are seen on 
the lake daily almost. It is often the case that 


an experienced sailor is not on board, even

AN ALARMING CATTLE PLAGUE.

DENVER, Colo., Aug. 9.—A great transforma- 
tion has been accomplisbed at the Exposition 
Building. since the mining show opened a week 
ago. There still remain numerous exhibits to 
be put into shape, principaily in the machioery 
secuon; but things have lately been very much 
advanced, and, making a comparison of events, 
Ishould say that the Denver show is more 
nearly ready at this time than the Atlanta fair 
wasa week after the opening. The mineral 
section, which, being the first collective attempt 
of the kind ever made in the West, is the unique 
feature of the show, lackg a few days 
only of readiness, witn Dakota and 
Nevada behind, and Wyoming about half 
finished. Gov. Hoyt is personally directing the 
exhibit of the latter Territory. and has brought 
with him from the north a large collection of 
ores and general specimeus. New Mexico con- 
tributesa display that one may very profitably 
spend a whole day with—comprehending sam- 
pies of nearly every mineral known to metaillur- 
gy, and representing, it is said. over 1,000 mines. 
Tne Colorado counties have tons of ore here— 
some of it of fabulous vaiue. On every side 
@ve is confronted with tangible proofs of a pro- 
ductive industry. We needed more knowledge 
of the nature of mineral deposits and the metb- 
ods of working them. This exposition will per- 
haps lighten our darkness and make clear our 
unbelief. |

Entering the building Wom the west transept, 
as the majority of sight-seers do, since it is on 
that side that the Denver Circle Railway, run- 
ning from the town to the grounds, leaves its 
passengers, the visitor, before reaching the ro- 
tunda, is face to face with the Arizona exhibit— 
one of the must complete displays in the ex posi- 
tion. It comprises gold, silver, and copper speci- 
mens, alike interesting to miner and “ tender- 
toot. Two large plate-glass cases at the ex- 
posed cornera are occupied by the famous Cop- 
per Queen and the no less famous Silver King 
Mines—both properties owned by San Franciseo 
men. Next to the Calumet & Hecla stands the 
Copper Queen among the copper-producers of 
this country. During the two years it bas been 
worked the monthly output of the mine has 
averaged $125,000, more than one-half of which 
may be taken as representing protit. The sum 
originally paid for the Queen was $13.500; and 
this. added to $17,000 for machinery, covers the 
whole expenditure by the purcbasers, who have 
already taken out considerably more tban 

2,000,000 worth of ore. The largest specimen 
shown by this mine weighs 1. 100 pounds, and bas 
a special case allotted to it by the Commissioner. 
The striking features of. the silver display are 
sumples of native silver in ribbons as they were 
taken from the earth. If the Silver King fig- 
ures were publisbed they would be no less re- 
markable in their way than those I have given 
in connection with the Copper Queen. But as 
the State Geologist of Colorado has estimated 
that only ode mine in every 400 turns out a 
bonanza, the country is yet safe from any sud- 
den conversion of Western mine- owners into 
millionaires, Bob lIugersoll and bis Ivanhoe 
notwithstanding. The Longfellow sends some 
beautiful specimens of copper-formations, in- 
cluding green carbonates, red oxides, and rich 
azurites—the latter chemically the same as mal- 
achites, differing only in color. The brilliancy 
Ol this case may be well imagined. though not 
described. Miargyrite and, so far as I could as- 
certain, the only pieces of that singular silver- 
ore in the exhibdiuonu—is contributed by the 
Hancock Mine. The Tombstone District sends 
nine cases of samples. It is hard to 
des gnate the minerals trom these mines, as it is 
a curious feature of Tombstone ore that con- 
tulus minerais of all kinds. But che displdy has 
many specimens of free milling gold and silver 
ore that the more techoically inclined light upon 
atouce. The noted Contention Mine supplies 
some ot the richest pieces in the Tombstone 
show: and it is tollowed ciosely by the Head- 
Centre. The specimens are ail supposed to be 
average ones; but human nature is sv consti- 
tuted that | fear the miners found it very bard 
indeed to pick up only averuge pieces for exhi- 
bition. Visitors also are likely to be vexed with 
thoughts of this kind as they gaze at the splen- 
did free-gold samples, with precious metal 
sparkling out of the rough stone like diadems 
in sume rude crown. Au interesting practical 
feature of the Arizona display are the bottles 
containing crushed ore in its different processes 
of milling. The Good-Enougb, a silver strike 
lately made in the Territory, and the Vekol 
show some very good ore assuying high in silver. 

NEW MEXICO 

has a large court. which it fills completely. 
Grant County's table, showing numerous lead. 
copper, silver, and goid specimens, is sur- 
mounted by an Aztec idol. ÜUl-shapen and im- 
perfect as our knowledge of thai baif-forgotten 
people.

The marble, for in- 
stance, both white and mottied, which it shows, 
is of the, most beautiful character, and Prof. 
Ciuyton tells me there are undeveloped quarries 
of it in Utah sufficient to supply half the United 
States. ‘The mottied varieties are found in all 
colors, exactly resembling tbe tine qualities im- 
ported for decorative and ornamental! purposes. 
The stone is a concretionary limestone, and 
takes a high polish. The paucity of artificial 
resources in Utah is well illustrated by the fact 
that these beautitul slabs of marble were pa- 
ished after reuchm Denver, local skill not be- 
ing available. Our trade-returns show that the 
United States imports bismuth largely. Why 
should we do this when Utah bas deposits 
carrying from 50 to 60 per ceat? The sulpaur 
specimens, trom beds where this mineral lays with 
carbonates from three to tweive inches thick, 
are of considerable commercial interest. Anti- 
mony, another important mineral used in medi- 
ciue and the arts, occurs in large deposits in the 
Mormon Territory One piece shown at the ex- 
hibition weighs 5,000 pounds and carries 0 per 
cent of that mineral. Iron, too, is fittingly rep- 
resented by specimens that contain from 55 to 
75 per cent. We have hills of such ore,” said 
the clerk of the commission tome. Among the 
richest lead and silver smelting ores are those 
from the Ontario, Horn-Siiver, Rebellion, Wood- 
side, Emma, Empire, Cottonwood, Cave, Carbon- 
ate, and Flagstaff Mines. One ot the curiosities 
of the fair is the silver sanastone from the Har- 
risburg district; and the attention of the curious 
will likewise be directed toward several scales 
of shaie with native silver gicaming from tne 
rock, and some hure pieces of petrified wood 
varrying thirty-six ounces of silver. The whole 
exhibit bas been collected and arranged with a 
view more of showing the economical value of 
the Territory thun of getting together a num- 
per of cabinet-specimens. 1 bad aimost for- 
gotten to mention biocks of coal ind.cating a 
high percentage of carbon, and, what every- 
one will look for in any sbowing made by Utah, 
the cases of rock, course, and fine sait. The 
rock-salt specimens outrival crystals in shape 
and brillianocy. 

IDAHO 


occupies a pavilion of no architectural preten- 
sions inthe mainaisic of the uave, and will 
principally attract Chicago visitors on account 
of the number of local owners interested in some 
of the mines which are represented. Among the 
Chicago properties are the Narrow Gage 1 and 
and 2%, recently purchased, and the May Flower. 
The former has high-grade silver speci- 
mens; and the latter gray copper, gaiena, 
and oative silver, averaging from $200 to 
$2,400 per ton. In all. Idaho sbows s mens 
from six or eight counties: but the bulk of the 
exhibit comes from the Wood Kiver and Saw- 
tooth country. The Jay Gould Mine has speci- 
mens averaging from 300 to 3,000 ounces of sil- 
ver; while the Atlantic, an Indianapolis proper- 
ty, displaye a lump of ruby-sii¥er rock wel- 
ing tifty-nine pounds, whicn assays over 12.000 
ounces of silver and four ounces of gold to the 
ton, and represents a total value of 814.000. 
Two hundred and fifty tons of this Atlaatic 
rock, shipped to Omaba, assayed 50 to the 
ton. The next district in importance is tue Bay 
Horse, in Custer County, which shows chioride 
and native silver ores—the chief among them 
coming from the Kamsborn Mine. The Yankee 
Fork country is represented by free-milling 
goid from the Montana Mine, from whicb tive 
lucky men have lately been taking out $25.00 a 
month. The Idaho Commissioner also told me 
of av equally lucky strike—the Charies Dickens 
—a mine from which the locaters have for some 
time past been crushing out with a common 
hand-mortise from $10v to 81, 0 worth of gold 
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a day. These happy men have, of course, given 
sam pies of nnn 
MONTANA. 

Two cases of Butte District ores comprise the 
whole of the Montana show as seeu at present. 
They contain silver and galena specimens, and, 
while well selected, dv not show off to advan- 
tage in the midst of so much else sent in by 
rival Territories. 

NEVADA. 

Commissioner George has arrived with the 
Nevada display. He brings with him a repre- 
sentative showing from the eastöru part of the 
State. The world-famous Comstock ores will 
be found in a private cabinet, of which I have 
beard great th:ngs, but as yet seen nothing. 
Some of these silver specimens are said to run 
as high as $30,000 to the ton. The Bonanza wiil 
likewise be represented by a private cabinet, 
owned by Elder. 

WYOMING. 

An immense obelisk of coal, weighing one 
would not like to say how many tons, rears its 
black upex aioft in Wyum.ng’sspace. As stated 
in another part of this letter. Gov. Hoyt is bere 
overseeing the proper arrangement of the Ter- 
ritorial showing. I found his Excellency in the 
midst of work which such a duty — He 
stopped to talk with me, substantially as fol- 
lows: Wyommg. as you may know, is one vast 
coal- field, so that tois sbaft forming the central 
feature of our exhibit occupies no more than 
its proportionate space. Six of the largest coal- 
nelds are represented in dispiay—one from 
Carbon County, one from Sweetwater County, 


and two euch from Uinta and Laramie Counties. 


Some of these fieids have veins from eight to 
forty teet thick; andthe Territory bas deen 
shipping an average of .O tous of coal dur- 
ing the last three or four years. Coal, bowever, 
is but one part of the exhibit. lp thesesucks yet to 
be unopened there are tweaty different kinds of 
minerals: iron—there is a mountain of magnetic 
iron, one and a half miles long, half a mile wide, 
and 1.250 feet high, directly north of Laramie 
City; asbestos— nere is a lately-discovered and 
undeveloped deposit of this mineral in the Sem- 
inole Mountains; copper—auother new discuov- 
ery north of Fort Laramie; silver, gold, mica, 
Sram. gypsum, soda, sulphur, and more that 

o not dome tomy mind for the moment. Our 
specimens are from such a widely-scattered 
area of country that it is only with difficuity we 
bave been able to get them towether as svon as 
we huve done, A great many pieces had to be 
hauled down the wountains and many miles 
afterwards ia w ns before railroad facilities 
were possible. hope in a week's time to get 
everything in order.“ 

I bave dealt—briefly and n it may 
be—with the chief exhibits from a distance. 
Colorado’s display is too vast and too subdivided 
to receive adequate notice in a singie letter, 
much less in one-balf that space. I shail at- 
tempt no more thao a partial view of four or 
tive prominent counties. 


FIRST, THEN, GUNNISON, 
which bas an elaborate pagoda near the rotunda 
of the building. ‘The priucipal mining districts 
represented are Tomichi and White Pine, Tin 
Cup. Ruby, Pitkin, Gothic, Rock Creek, and 
Crested Buttes. The Elk Mountain country in 
the last three of these has some of the best ore 
in the exhibition, especially some wire-silver, 
one piece of which weighs nine ounces—tde re- 
mainder of a seventeen-ounce specimen that 
Was partially broken up. The Tomichi and 
White Pine is the newest district in the county, 
and probably in the State. Although develop- 
ment only commenced last year, sixty miues are 
represented nere. The formations are lime or 
carbonate and granit or fissure vein. The 
North Star sends a single piece of carbonate 
weigbing 1,200 pounds. More widely-koown Tin 
Cup holds its piace with lead-carbonates, horu- 
silver. chiorides and sulphides of siiver assay- 
ing trom luv to 2.000 ounces, [from fifty mines. 
A pyramid of giant tin-cups, filled with various 
vres, suggests the name of the district which up 
to this time nas produced $640,000 of precious 
metal. Near. by hangs the reputed first 
shovel used for miaing in the coun- 
ty. Pitkin shows heavy masses of gold and 
siiver. bearing ores. The largest tips the scale 
at 00 pounds over the ton. Kuck Creek gives 
gray copper and native silver; and the Crested 
Buttes antoracite and bituminous coal to the 
weight of ten tons. Gunnison City exnibitors 
huve prepared some biocks of butiding-stone 
and muarbie of good quality; and there are also 
iron specimens sent by the county. Of this lat- 
ter mineral over 20,000,000 cubic feet are yet in 
sight in the county. 
SAGUACHE COUNTY. 

Unless a mau be boro within the shadow of 
these “eternal snow-capped peaks,“ or have 
lived bere some years of his life, be is not sup- 
posed to know that Saguacbe County is pro- 
nounced Siwatch. The Commission explained 
this little matter of orthoepy to me while polut- 
ing out the Blake and Kerber Creek dispiays of 
arwen.:iferous gwalena ores. 

THE LAKE COUNTY (LEADVILLE)

vaiue, and will beara great deal more said of it 
toun | sbali say here. There is a chance of the 
whole exhibit going to Washington to forma 
bermauent exbibdrt; and, if the National Capital 
should prove to be its tinal resting- place, many 
thousands more will be able to enjoy the col- 
lection than cau do so at tne Mining 
Exposition. The Morning und Evening Star 
contribute a variety of carbonates of lead. A 
burd carbonate from these mines assaying from 
fifty to 600 ounces is shown. The A. . 
shows crystals of carbonate, and the Matcbless 
a series of dry silver ores Ccuntaiuing ov lead. 
The so-called [ron Mine shows a single s i- 
wen of lead and silver weighing aton; the Little 
Pittsburg some bigh-grade guleua characteristic 
of Fryer Hill: the Little Chief, Idaho, Amie, 
Duncan, and Silver Cord, numerous silver speci- 
mens of conspicuous merit. The Chrysolite uus 
a case the eHect of whicn is brightened up with 
a mup tracing the workingsof the mine. One 
of the latest strikes ia the Leadville — is the 
Mike & Starr. By meaos of deep sinking its 
owners have just succeeded lu striking some 
very high-grade ore. They send specimens to 
the Exhibition. The case covering the silvered 
cube representing ove day’s Output ot the Rod- 
ert E. Lee, valued at $118,000, also covers a solid 
silver brick worth 82.000. It has already been 
noted that the whole Lake County exhibit is 
worth in the vicinity of $100,000. 


GILPIN COUNTY~— 

‘gold Gilpin’’—bas a dear piace in the heart 
of the Coloradoan. The districts bere are older 
und the mines more fully developed. Tnere are 
probably more mines within a radius of three 
iniles of Central City than on any similar area 
ia the State. The county, therefore, is not a 
good one 2 a poor mau to come to. For a man 
of meaus There ure said to be amdie opportuni- 
ties: Dut this does not go for much, because a 
man with meuns can do as well, even better, in 
a newer region. The county display is almost 
whoily of gold and silver. The United Gregory 
has excellent pieces of copper pyrites carrying 
those two minerais. A pyramid of ore in one 
part of the exbibit has an apex of a curious 
honeycomb quartz, not unlike sponge in color 
and appearance, which carries gold in a free 
state. 5 
SAN JUAN’S 
pyramid of galena and silver was among the 
tirst evidences of preparation in the mineral 
section. It still stands out conspicuously, sur- 
mounted by the Gray Eagie specimen. The 
Cleveland Mine, near Silverion, furnishes some 
copper ore milling 1,000 ounces of silver and 30 
percent of copper. Nor should the big lumps 
from the Idaho and Green Mountaio locations 
be omitted in this enumeration. 

COMING NOW TO BOULDER COUNTY, 
I have to deal with a more than mediocre dis- 
play. for it is in Boulder that the tulluride ores 
predominate. Until recently Transylvania was 
the only country in the world where tullurium 
was known to be depusited, and the metai, now 
of common worth, posses-ed a meretricious 
value on account of its rarity. Since its discov- 
ery in Boulder in such quantities the ore is no 
longer prized except for what it contains. 
it is among the very ricbest gold and 
silver bearing ore, and samples are shown 
from the Prussian Mine wo.ch run trom 515. 
000 to 550.000 in these metals. The natural ap- 
pearance of tullurium is that of a rough lustre- 
less walena or slate, but after“ rousting” the 
precious metals are brought out in blisters all 
over it. The Melvina Mine bas in two years’ 
time produced nearly $250,000 of builiun from 
tulluride formations at a cost of 660,000. Other 
attractive features of the Boulder display are 
nuggets of gold and silver. A silver nugget of 
seven pounds weight comes from the Poor 
Mau's Mine, and one of gold. about a third 
the size ot a man’s fist, shows leaf wuld in glit- 
tering profusion. The Golden Age contribu- 
tions have not yet arrived, and, thougb not 
large in quantity, will have a value proportion- 
ately in excess Of anything else the county has. 
Three trays, correspunding in size to those seen 
in jeweiers’ show-cases, are reserved for .the 
Age's specimens of free gold, the value of which 
exceeds $6,0u0. 


AMUSEMENTS. 


Production of American Born at the 
Grand Opera-House, 

American Born,” which was produced for 
the first time st the Grand Opera-House last 
evening, is almost certain to prove a success, 
but this success will be due wholly to the in- 
terest which the story of the drama carries and 
the scenic effects which bave been introduved by 
Mr. Belasco, who has adapted the piay. The 
plot does not differ materially from that of bun- 
dreds of other plays, except, perhaps, in that 
it contains more beetie-browed v.liain to the 
square inch than any similar production which 
the public bas been called upon to witness. In 
the prolog, which serves merely to intruduce the 
characters in the drama, Laban Brvod, a New 
York sbipowner, appe«rs rather prominently. 
He is a somewhat corpulent genilemen of low 
moral temperature, the major portion of whose 
wealth has been acquired by heavily insuring 
vessels owned by him and then causing them to 
be scuttled. In the intervals between sending 
boats to the bottom of the ocean and 
collecting large sums of currency therefor from 
iusurance companies he falls in love with Mary 
Hope, the beautiful daughter of John Hope, wno 
is the owner of numerous silver mines in South 
America. Of course Mary does not return bis 
passion, but does tne next best thing, bestowing 
the treasures of her young heart upon George 
Seymour, a clerk in Bruod’s office. George isa 
pretty fair-looking party, and, with the exception 
of parting his hair in the middle, appears to have 
led a viameless life. Whea the curtain rises for 
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the first time he has just aswed Mary to be his |

bon and she has accepted his 


tion with the fatal avidity of the gentler sex— | 


especially in plays. She drops into Brood’s of- 
fice in order to inform George that she bas told 
ber father ali about it, and conveys the grarify- 
ing information that the usually malign infla- 
ence of the sire will in this instance be 
dispensed with, Mr. Hope having expressed 
himself as highly gratified at being permitted 
to welcome to the bosom of his family and silver 
mines such an exceptionally fine young man as 
he has frequently noticed George to be. Inas- 
much as Mrs. Hupe is supposed to have gone to 
a land that is fairer thun day several years 
previous, and there are no other children in the 
family, it looks as though George was too lucky 
to sink if he fell in the river. But the gold- 
tinted horizon of bis life is soon overcast by 
the lowering clouds of adversity. Brood is the 
main cloud.

opens tne desk all right. but after a policeman 
has arrested him, it transpires that the pack- 
age he abstracted contained prvofs of 
Brood’s guilt in a ship-scuttiing case, 
and the curtain goes down with Virtue 
standing gioriousiy erect and pointing 
the finger of scorn at Vice, while beautiful In- 
nocence is clasped in the arms of loving Age. 
The gentleman who enacts the part of Brood 
is Edward Arnott. Mr. Arnott is one of the very 
worst actors ever inside the city limits. He ex- 
presses various emotions by writhing around the 
stage in so eccentric a manner as to excite 
the dark suspicion that at one period of 
bis life be was a professional contortionist. 
When Mr. Arnott desires to convey the idea of 
baffled rage he jams his hands violentiy into the 
pockets of bis pantaloons and jumgs around 
much after the fashion of a 2-year-old colt with 
a twitch on its nose. In this and sume other re- 


| spects Mr. Arnott departs from the models to 


which the public has been accustomed, but per- 
haps his method may be the true one, and in any 
event originality is no crime. 

Miss Ada Ward played Emily Hope, the heroine. 

There is no doubt about Emily being consider- 
ably interested in George Seymour. On every 
possible occasion she assures him of her undy- 
ing love for him, and calls him “dolling’’ about 
four times per minute. Sue also puts her arms 
around his neck, and clings to him generally in 
a way that would be apt to make a young man 
of conservative tendencies confine his courting 
to those seasons of the year in which an area 
of low thermometer is mostly to be 
ex pected. Miss Ward is an act- 
tress of merit. but the part of 
Mary Hope would baffle even a more gener- 
ous supply of histrionic talent than has been 
allotted her.

Persons ot admitted good judg- 
ment may wag their heuds solemoly and say that 
Dillon is no comedian, but he continues to re- 
ceive the bulk of che applause, and last night 
his reception was a particularly enthusiastic one.

The Committee on Roads and Bridges went 
over the Evanston & Green Bay toll-road yes- 
terday to investigate the many causes of com- 
plaint that have recently been filed against this 
relic of barbarism. 


The condemnation ease instituted against 
the Rutherford Brothers, of the Town of Jeffer- 
son, to secure the right of way through their 
property forthe Chicago & Suburban Railroad 
Company, which corporation is to build the 
new road to the Poor-House, was decided yes- 
terday in the County Court, the jury returning 
a verdict allowing the Rutherfords $4,600 dam- 
ages. 


The County Board have turned the tables 
on the County Clerk’s office. At the last meet- 
ing of the board a license to sell liquor was 
granted to Nick Lieber, of the Town of Lyons. 
The statutes provide that minutes of this meet- 
ing shall be approved before a valid license can 
issue, but it seems that Mr. Kiokke has seen fit 
to give Lieber bis license without waiting for the 
board to approve its action. Threats are now 
mude that the board will reconsider the matter 
of issumg the license, in which event Mr. Klokke 
and the man Lieber will have any amount of 
fun with each other. 


The Committee on Equalization of Taxes 
held a short session yesterday forenoon. Noth- 
ing of importance was done. This morning the 
committee will meet the Assessors of the various 
towns, and it is expected that matters of great 
interest to the tuxpayers will come up for dis- 
cussion. Friday moruinmg the committee will 
take up the complaints of the First National 
Bank and the Pullman Company. both of which 
corporations have set up the complaint of ex- 
cessive taxation. Mr. Orville Peckham, attor- 
ney for thirty-four shareholders of the bank, 
bases his claims for a reduction of the assess- 
ment un the ground that the assessment was not 
uniform witb other institutions of the kind. and 
he quotes the Mercnants’ National Bank as an 
illustration of the fact. 


The Committee on Charities met yesterday 
and listened to the usual number of applications 
for passes, including one from a Mrs. Brunson, 
whose case was indeed a pathetic one. Her 
husband, a biacksmith, left her about two 
weeks ago, and the wife with two small children 
was left without money or friends. Mrs. Brun- 
son is a very respectable woman, and the com- 
mittee decided to send her to her busband’s rel- 
atives near Gueipb, Canada, where sbe had 
been assured that berself and children would be 
cared for. The committee heard the case of a 
Mrs. Walbopter, who requested passes for her- 
set and seven children to Windsor, Wis. She 
came armed witha letter from J. W. Kellogg. 
Overseer of the Poor at Elkhart, Ind., who bad 
succeeded in getting her transportation to this 
point. Noexplanation was made why the In- 
diana authorities did not secure her passage 
clear through to her destination, but the com- 
mittee decided to assist ber, and sbe will ceuse 
to be a charge upon Cook County. The commit- 
tee is continually beset with requests for trans- 
portation from parties who have been sent to 
this city, with the idea that the Cook County 
Board is a body of philanthropists who are ex- 
clusively engaged in procuring railroad passes 
for all the paubers in the country. The mem- 
bers of the committee, while disposed to heip 
all worthy people wno are compelled to request 
their aid, are disposed to draw a line somewbere, 
and the transportation question is becoming a 
matter for serious consideration.

ALLEGED BRUTALITY. 


That Is the Charge Against Some Po- 
licemen Who Subdued a Riot in the 
Lumber D strict. 

The good people living in the vicinity of Twen- 
ty-second and String streets are feeling not a little 
hard toward some of rhe officers of the Twelfth 
Street Police Station, and apparently not with- 
out considerable cause. String street, as laid 
down in the city map, is open as far as Twenty- 
second street, but Palmer & Fuller, the lum ver- 
dealers, have been occupying String street near 
Tweuty-second, and last Monday began the 
erection of a fence squarely across the would-be 
thoroughfare. This arvused the neighborhood, 
and the patrol wagon from Twelfth street was 
called to prevent the crowd from interfering 
with the workmen who were puiting up the 
fence. In the méiée which ensued several 
women took part, and four or five of them were 
arrested. The arrested ones included Mrs. 
Mueller, Mrs. Hahn, and Mrs. Kuhul, and they 
allege, as do several other witnesses, 
that the officers’ treated them bru- 
tally. Mrs. Mueller, who was in 
a delicate condition at the time, states that an 
othcer knucked ber down, pulled her hair. and 
clubbed ber violently about the body. She is 
now sick abed from her injuries, and ber con- 
dition is said to be critical. Mrs. Habn and Mrs. 
Kuhoi also exhibit some ugly bruises. The 
women, Who were Charged with disorderly con- 
duct, were discharged the day after their arrest 
by Justice Ingersoll. It is said that the police 
were then given to uoderstand that they 
should have arrested the men who. were 
building the fence. Officers Mike Kenny 
and Patrick Cummings are charged by the in- 
jured women with being the two who acted the 
most brutal. The husbands of tne women bave 
announced their intention of preferring charges 
against Kenny and Cummings.

THE BANK ROBBERY. 
The Search for the Men Who Plundered 


the Kewance Bank Handed Over to. 


Pinkerton, 

Special Dispatch to The Uhicengo Tribune. 

KEWANEE, III., Aug. 16.—There are no new 
developments today ia the bank robbery case, 
and apparently tue robbers have made good 
their escape from this section of the country. 
Early in the moroing the searchers straggied in, 
baving scoured the neighboring woods and-un- 
derbrush very thoroughly. Several times it 
was rumored that the men had been captured, 
and a number of people wearing dusters and car- 
rying satchels were arrested, but not detained 
long. The town is fairly hedged in by dense 
woods and thick underbrush which would afford 
good hiding places, but the general belief ap- 
pears to be that the two  desperadoes 
were far from here before dawn: Tuesday 
morning. On account of the great excitement 
that prevailed here it was impossibie to organ- 
ize any large searching parties, and the farmers, 
merchants, and mill hands, all armed to the teeth, 
scattered promiscuously over the surrounding 
country and did the best they could under the 
circumstances. The City Marshal said they 
made noise enough to scare any robbers off that 
might be within a radius of ten miles, and did 
great damage to coru-Helds bytramping and 
beating them down in vair search for the mis- 
creants. 

The stories that are floating around are nu- 
merous, varied, and highly-colored. One man 
says he Was driving to Wyoming. III., late Mon- 
day night. and a solitary horseman rode past 
him at lightning speed. He Urmly believes 
that be was one of the robbers. Itis also stated 
that three men were seen in a Ouggy driving 
rapidly through Galva, a town eight miles west 
of bere, Monday evening, and they are believed 
to be the robbers. A linen duster, which is 
thought to be the one worn by the fattest 
0 the two men, was fouad near 
the ~« railroad track about a mile 
east of here Tuesday. Some think it was left 
there tu throw searchers off the scent, and that 
the men went the other way. The two livery- 
men bere state that meu auswering the descrip- 
tion of the robbers called at their places Mon- 
day afternoon and wanted to bire arig to drive 
to the next town. As they did not like their 
looks they refused them. As both the Rock 
Island and Burlington Roads were so well cov- 
ered by the wires shbortiy after the robbery was 
discovered, it is not thought that the men board- 
eda train, but that they either planted their 
treasure and took to the highway or drove off 
in a wagon with confederates. Business has 
been resumed as usual here, althuugb the rob- 
bery is the sole topic of conversation, and the 
case bas been placed in the bands of two of 
Pinkerton's operatives, who arrived here Tues- 
day afternoon. 


THE BANK OFFICIALS 


are very mysterious and will say vothing to 
newspaper men. Mr. C. 8. Wentworth, the 
Cashier of the bank, who bas been summering 
at Lake Minnetonka, returned bere yesterday 
in response to a telegram and resumed his 
duties. Mr. J. J. Pratt, the young man wbo was 
acting as ocasbier and who was stunned by a 
blow from the butt of a revolver in the hands 
of one ot the robbers, is also on duty. He car- 
ries a scar about as big as a dime on bis fore- 
head as a memento of the robbers. The regular 
business of the bank is being carried on as 
usuai and the loss will not cripple it. Yesterday 
a handbill stating the circumstances of the 
robbery, the amount taken, and giving a de- 
scription of the robbers was issued and cir- 
culated. As yet no reward has been offered for 
the capture of the men, but there probably will 
be in a day or two. 

Several of the citizens are circulating the 
story that a traveling salesman for a Chicago 
fish-hbouse was one of the rubbers—the tall one. 
A man named Burk, who is a merchant at 
Neponset, the first town east of bere, says be 
knows the man well and rode on the train with 
him to Kewanee Monday. He got off the train 
at the station, and several parties say he is the 
tall man described as one of the desperadoes. 
Mr. Burk says be was off his time-card, and his 
bouse did not know where be was. Mr. 
Maybew, of the Kewanee grocery house 
of Quinn, Mayhew & Terry. says he knows the 
man, and saw bim on the Street just after the ar- 
rival of the train Mouday afternoon. He used 
to buy fish of him. Mr. Mayhew said be learned 
from Mr. Prutt. the acting cashier, that the man 
bad called on him in the private office of the 
bank some two weeks ago and asked bim about 
his (Maybew’s) credit, saying he represented a 
New York soap-house. Pratt told Maybew he 
thought it was the same man that assaulted Miss 
Palmer Monday, and that he called there to look 
over the plan of the bauk. All unite in saying 
that be“answers the descripticn given of che tall 
robber. He disappeared mysteriously from the 
town after the robbery took place. : 

The City Marsbal and several men were sitting 
in front of the hotel just opposit tne bank at the 
time of the robbery. They saw the men so in 
and come out, but thought nothing of it at the 
time. Ove man recalls that he saw Miss Palmer 
throw up ber arm just after she opened the 
door. They say that it any one had cried out 
they could have heard them; and it appears sin- 
guiar that Pratt did not have presence of mind 
enougb to do so before the second robber could 
waik thirty feet and pass through two spring- 
lock doors to reach bim. 

Miss Palmer, the young lady who was as- 
sauited, was quite badly hurt. Large lumps on 
the back of her bead and discolorations over 
both eyes indicate that she wus severely pum- 
melled. and her mouth was badly torn by the 
gag. A handkerchief was thrust down her 
throat to prevent outcries, and her throat is too 
sore to admit of ber swallowing. She has been 
at the bank off and on for three years, and is 
well thought of. The feeling against the rob- 
bers rao bigh Monday night and Tuesday, and if 
the men had been captured they would have been 
summarily dealt with. The result of the in- 
vestigation of Pinkerton's operatives is awaited 
with interest by the citizens of Kewanee. 


BOGUS SCRIP. 


Trial at Yankton, D. T., of One of the 
Parties Charged with Putting a Large 
Amount of Bogus Santa Fe Scrip on 
the Market, 

. Spectg¢l Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 
YANnkKTON, D. T., Aug. 16.—In May the whole 
country was informed about the discovery of a 
gigantic fraud in an attempt to manufacture 
and utter several hundred thousand’ dollars’ 
worth of Santa Fé scrip. The manipulators of 
the scheme had got their wires nicely laid and 
were just beginning business when they were 
discovered, and, after some sharp detective 
work, Jobn D. Cameron, of Sioux Fails: Edwin 

E. Carpenter, of Beloit, la.; and Wiliiam D. 

Russell, of Yankton, were arrested and indicted 

on a charge of conspiracy to commit forgery. 

Late in July a special term of court 

was called to try the cases. Carpenter was 

ili and Cameron without counsel, and it was de- 

cided to take up the trial of Russell first, thougn 

the prosecution considered the case against him 
the weakest of all. After a trial of four weeks 
the testimony closed last night, and at a late 
bour this evening the case will go to tne jury. 
The prosecution seemed to have a strong case. 
The Government proved that on Sunday, April 


9, Cameron, Russell, and Ha verhold were in the 


office of the former nearly all day engaged in 
the preparation of the scrip. This wus testified 
to by Haverhold, whom Cameron bired to do 
clerical labor, and who was arrested, indicted, 
and turned State's evidence. The printing of 
the assignments was traced to Carpenter and 
Cameron. Five or six St. Louis witnesses identi- 
fled Carpenter as the Miller of the bogus firm of 
Burt & Miller. One witness—Bisseli—testitied 
that Russell on April 6 came tothe Times Build- 
ing. St. Louis, represented bimself as Burt. 
leased a room of him in that building, and got 
some letter-heads printed of his firm. The copy 
for this job and letters and telegrams between 
the different parties were submitted to 
Prof. J. Piper, chirographic expert, of 
Chicago, and Col. Edward Hay, of Wasbington, 
both of whom were positive in the identification 
of the papers as Russell's writing. Toe policy 
of the defense has been oneof denial cieur 
through. Cameron denied everything. and was 
80 cool he could not be caught napping, 
though, on the theory of the prosecution, he 
lied hke a town-site owner. Russell likewise 
denied everything except in a few cases when 
he could not remember, because he was not him- 
self. The defense did not attempt to 
deny KRussell's presence at Sioux Falls. 
but sought to imprach Haverhvid’s testi- 
mony. The rallying-point the .defeuse 
was the attempt to prove an alibi. Two Omaba 
witnesses located Russell in Omaha on April 4 
and 5, and a traveling man at Sioux City April

THE BLIND. 


Second Day’s Session at Janesville, 
Wis., of the Association of the Edu- 
eators—Essays and Other Proceed- 
ings. 
Spectal Dispatch to The Chicago Tri»une 

JANESVILLE, Wis., Aug. 16.—The National 
Convention of the educators of the blind held 
anevening session yesterday at which Prof. 
Dow, Superintendent of the Blind institute at 
Faribault, Minn., read a paper on Uniformity 
in Printing for the Blind.“ showing the necessity 
of acouracy in furnishing characters of a uni- 
form nature. 

Prof. Ambrose, of the Little Rock (Ark.) Insti- 
tute, read an interesting paperon “Silk Cul- 
ture as an Employment for Blind Women.“ He 
premised with a statement upon the silk pro- 
duct as estimated in the last report of the Amer- 
ican Silk Association. and, touching at length 
upon the most approved methods of silk culture, 
demonstrated tne reasibility of blind women en- 
gaging in the pursuit with profit. 

The proceedings were opened this morning 
with prayer by Dr. Harsha, of Illinois. A paper 
on the “Superiority of the New York Point 
Over the Line Letter.“ was read by Miss Me- 
Elroy. Miss Babcock, of New York City, deliv- 
ered an essay on the methuds of facilitating the 
musical instruction of the blind. Miss Bubcock 
in her paper dwelt upon the ay — of cul- 
tivating a talent for music, developing as it 
does taste and keenness of 
opens up a mine of intellectual enjoyment 
which the mere performance of the notes could 
never afford. Miss k diseoursed also 
upon the social pleasures enjoyed by the blind 
witb a musical education, and enumeruted the 
different systems now in use for the education 


in music of the blind. At 11:30 o'clock a recess 


was taken. 

The afternoon session was devoted to a meet- 
ing of Trustees of the American Printing- House 
for the Blind, situated at Louisvilie, Ky.

The Judge then said the company must ac- 
cept the tender made by this morning or he 
would declare the mortgage paid and discharge 
the Receiver.

Scoville Scores a Point. 

In the case of George Scoville against F. F. 
Coie an agreement was reached yesterday be- 
tween the parties, by which the injunction here- 
tofore granted is modified so far as it restrains 
any action or interference by the defendants 
with the property covered by the mortgage 
given by Mrs. Scoville to D. N. Bash Oct. 22, 
1881. Scoville waives all right and interes) 
in the property or its disposal by 
Cole, provided he shall have reasonable notice 
of any sale of property, in order to protect him- 
self, and he shall be entitied to the delivery to 
himself forthwith of the box containing his 
private papers, etc., now in the warehouse of 
the Chicago Furniture Storage Company. The 
box is to be delivered to him at the warehouse, 
together with his office furniture and other 
property. On theother hand the defendants are 
to have twenty days in which to answer the bill.

reorganizing the pool and arranging the capaci- 
ties of the several distilleries in the Northwest 
in such a way as to properly meet the demand 
without producing any overstock. The high 
prices of grain, and the precarious con ditions of 
the growing corn crop render it improbable 
that the distillers can look forward to any con- 
siderable export this year, and inasmuch as the 
producing capacity is far too large tor domestic 
cousumption it becomes necessary to devise 
such means, and prorate the same, 80 as not to 
overstock the market. By carefully compiled 
statistics, taken directly from the figures in the 
Department of Internal Revenue, it ap- 
peared that only % per cent of the 
producing capacity can be operated 
with auy degree of safety, and these means 
have been adopted by agreement of certain 
houses: to stop entirely and interchange their 
pro rata 22 to be run in the distilleries of 
their neighbors, and receive an agreed compen- 
sation therefor, so they could pay their ex- 
penses, interest, and insurance. his is really 
the gist of the program, and at the adjourned 
meeting to be held today it is expected that all 
the urrangements will be completed. Buffalo” 
Miller stated that if the convention declined to 
adopt this plan, the distillers may as well go out 
of business. 

At the conclusion of the session a reporter 
endeavored to interview the distillers about the 
prohibition uestion in the various States. 
Buffalo Miller, acting as spokesman for the 
party, stated that the distiliers would take some 
decisive action on that question at the meeting 
today, and did not care to express their views 
until that time.

CHICAGO, Aug. 15.—At the last spring’s elec- 
tion at the primary, 113 votes were polled in the 
First Ward.
